EF. FELDER, HOMELESS AND OUT OF 
WORK, STARVING TO DEATH. 


For Fifteen Days H s Been Wan- 
dering About the Streets Waiting 
for the End—Passes the Nights 
Crouched in Doorways—Ill-Luck, It 
Is Thought, Has Affected the Man’s

Without money and unable to secure work, 
friendless, and often with no place to sleep,

There was a time when the Louisiana 
lottery was “a square game,’’ although the 
odds against the man who bought the ticket 
were something tremendous. Still there 
was a chance, although extremely slight 
of getting $75,000 for an investment of $10, 
and thousands of people every year took that 
chance. Then drawings were held every 
month in New Orleans and these drawings 
were honestly conducted, Gens. Beauregard 
and Early were hired at a large salary to 
give the use of their names and reputations 
to the “gift enterprise,’ and J. A. Morris 
was President. Now no drawings are held. 
A list of winners is made out, after the 
same fashion in which “Bill’’ Skakel ar-

German Governmenty contends that 
the suzerainty of Queen Victoria over the 
Transvaal became null and void when the 
convention of 1884 was signed. They deny 
absolutely that they have any intention of 
proclaiming a protectorate over the Trans- 
vaal, and affirm that their interest in the 
question pending is due to their desire to 
protect the great commercial interests 
which they hawe in and to the west of the 
Transvaal, and to the fact that in their 
view the security of these interests depends 
absolutely on the maintenance of practical 
independence of the South African repub- 
lic. For these reasons the German Govern- 
ment could not stand idly by while an at- 
tempt was being made to reannex the Trans- 
vaal by Great Britain.

New Governor of British Guiana. 


The personality of Sir Augustus Hemming. 
the new Governor of British Guiana, may 
probably prove an important factor in the 
ultimate issue of the dispute with Venezuela, 
so that it is instructive to know the opinion 
held of him by his official friends. He.has 
for a considerable period bad charge of the 
West African Department of the British 
Colonial Office, and was made a Knight 
Commander of St. Michaels and St. George 
for his services in settling nutmerous thorny 
questions which have cropped up in that 
region during the last ten years. He is not 
regarded as a strong man, but is especially 
notable in official circles as an ab'e dispatch 
writer. He is rather a jingo in tempera- 
ment, but being nurtured under official dis- 
cipline it is believed that he will faithfully 
carry out the instructions given him, what- 
ever their nature. 

This is his first administrative post, and the 
belief prevails in the colonial department 
that he has only left headquarters, where 
he was sure of high promotion, at the very 
special pressure of Mr. Chamberlain, who 
desires to have at Georgetown during the 
approaching critical time a Governor whose 
mind he knows and who is thoroughly im- 
bued with the traditions of the colonial de- 
partment. He is a sporting man, and is to 
be given a banquet by the Sports’ club. It 
may be added that Lord Salisbury obviously 
thinks there will be no immediate need of 
his services in’ respect to the Venezuela 
question, since he does not start for the 
post until February, and his predecessor 
has returned to London.

o Great Britain That Its Sub- 
ets im Africa Be Cared For. 

Xeondon, Jan. 14.—The Belgian Govern- 
/ment, in addition to the United States Gov- 
ernment, has asked Great Britain to watch 
the interests of its subjects in the Trans- 
vaal. In consequence of these representa- 
tions Colonial Secretary Chamberlain has 
telegraphed to the Governor of Cape Colony, 
Sir Hercules Robinson, expressing appre- 
hension that the numerous arrests made will 
disorganize the Rand industries. inquiring 
what the prisoners are accused of, whether 
bail will be allowed, arid what are the penal- 
ties for the misdeeds of which they are ac- 
cused. : 

“For Transfer of Prisoners. 

Gov. Sir Hercules Robinson has tel«e- 
graphed to the Colonial Office that he has 
completed arrangements for the transfer of 
tthe prisoners now held by the Transvazl 
Government at the Natal border. 

Fear Fresh German Action. 

A Berlin dispatch to the Post says: “The 
smoke of the first encounter has been dis- 
sipated, but Great Britain cannot afford to 
close its eyes to any symptoms of fresh Ger- 
man movements. The watch on Delagoa 
Bay must stand as fast as the German watch 
on the Rhine. The attempts of the North 
German Gazette and other papers to veer 
to the Venezuela side may gain for Ger- 
many Venezuela’s alliance in African ques- 
tions. It will secure her nothing further.”’

TO INCREASE FORCE IN PRETORIA. 


Resolutions of Thanks to Orange Free 


State Are Passed. 
Pretoria, Jan. 14.—The Volksraad met to- 


@ay and authorized the government to in- 


crease the State artillery force by 400 men. 

They also adopted a government resolu- 
tion thanking the Orange Free State for its 
sisterly assistance, and also Sir Hercules 
Robinson, Governor of Cope Colony, and Sir 
Jacobus de Wet, British agent at Pretoria, 
for the powerful support they had given to 
the Transvaal Government, and for their 
efforts to prevent bloodshed. 

A message was read to the Volksraad from 
President Kruger to the effect that he in- 
tends to discuss with the Raad in later and 
calmer moments the causes which led to the 
dastardly plot against the State and govern- 
ment. He was firmly resolved, the message 
said, to maintain the sacred rights and in- 
terests of the repuplic, and to establish the 
same on a firmer and securer foundation. 

The brief sitting of the Volksraad then ad- 
journed till May. Owing to the excited feel- 
ing among the burghers calm and dispas- 
sionate legislation in connection with the 
recent events was considered impossible. 

Dr. Jameson and the officers of his raiding 
expedition and political prisoners, number- 
ing sixty, are still in the jail here and are 
well cared for pending the final decision be- 
tween Sir Hercules Robinson and the Trans- 
vaal Government as to their fate. 

Johannesburg, Jan. 14.—A thousand armed 
and mounted burghers traversed the streets 
of this city today, causing great excitement, 
and 1,200 others are outside the city and will 
ride through town tomorrow in order to ex- 
hibit their fighting strength to the miners 
and to gratify the men. 

Mr. T. H. King, one of the American en- 
gineers who are among the members of the 
Reform Union arrested here upon ehafges 
of high treason, has been escorted to Pre- 
toria, but it is expected he will be liberated 
in a few days. The intervention of the 
United States in behalf of the Americans 
will, it is believed, have a good effect on the 
prospects of the treatment of the prisoners. 


ANXIOUS FOR FRIENDS IN AFRICA. 


Many Americans Call on Ambassador 
Bayard in London. 

London, Jan, 14.—Many friends of the 
Americans.at Johannesburg called today 
at the United States Embassy here and 
made inquiries regarding their safety. But 
the United States Ambassador, Mr. Thomas 
I’, Bayard, had no additional news: to give 
them. 

Later in the day a brief formal note was 
received by Mr. Bayard in which Mr. 
Chamberlain, in the most kindly terms, re- 
peated the assurance that Great Britain 
would do whatever was possible to pro- 
tect the Americans in the Transvaal. 

It is learned that official communications 
have been sent to the United\States Em- 
bassy today indicating a much better state 
of affairs in regard to Venezuela, 

Mr. Wiltze, the friend of John Hays Ham- 
mond, the American mining engineer, mem- 
ber of the Reform committee of Johannes- 
burg, under arrest there on a charge of high 
treason, made another call upon the United 
States Embassy today and had a long inter- 
view with the United States Ambassador. 
Mr. Thomas F. Bayard. It is understeoed 
that Mr. Wiltze declared that the United 
States is inadequately represented in the 
Transvaal and urged another appointment. 


BARNATO IS HOOTED AND HISSED. 


Meeting of Shareholders of the Bank 
Breaks Up in Disorder. 

London, Jan. 14.—At the statutory meeting 
of the Barnato Bank today a large number 
of persons were present. Barney Barnato 
occupied the chair. 

In dealing with the assets of the bank, he 
said the three companies belonging to the 
bank could repay 90 per cent of their capital 
and the others could repay their capital ten 
times over. He defended Cecil Rhodes, ex- 
Premier of Cape Colony, and Dr. Jameson, 
leader of the raid into the Transvaal, sayirg 
he did not believe the invasion of the terri- 
tory of the South African republic was pre- 
meditated. ., ; 

Again referring to the affairs of the bank 
he said that tn spite of the fact they had gone 
through an unprecedented financial crisis 
and that the depreciation of South Africa 
had been from £120,000,000 (about $600,000, - 
000) to £130,000,000 during the last six months 
the bank could declare a dividend of 20 per 
cent, which would have been doubled, he 
asserted, under favorable circumstances. 

A vote of confidence in the Chairman and 
directors of the Barnato bank was passed. 

After the vote had been taken some of the 
shareholders attempted to question Barna- 
to, but he hurriedly adjourned the meeting 


and, with the directors left the hall, from‘ 


which they were followed with hooting and 
hissing. 


Russian Dispatch Denied. 

St. Petersburg, Jan. 14.—It is semi-official- 
ly stated that there is no foundation what- 
ever for the alleged St. Petersburg dispatch 
cabled to the United States claiming to fur- 
nish the substance of the Czar’s answer to 
the autograph letter from Emperor William.

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BIG FIGHT IN BEJUCAL. 


GOMEZ DESTROYS MANY HOUSES IN 
THE CUBAN TOWN, 


Takes Revenge for the Killing of One 
of His §taf—Fierce Fighting in the 
Streets—Train Set Afire and Started 
Running Wild Through the Coun- 
try — Cause of the Order to Stop 
Burning Sugar Cane—Capture of 
Gen. Cepero. 

{SPECIAL CABLE.) 

Havana, Jan. 14.—{Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the Press Publishing Company, New York 
World.J—Maximo Gomez has again moved 
south and east since last reported yesterday 
afternoon. I stated last night that tele- 
graphic communication with Balabano had 
been interrupted.’ It has transpired that 
Gomez approached the Town of Bejucal, 
which has a poulation of 7,000, and caused 
great destruction of property. Gomez:sent 
an advance guard to demand the surrender 
of the place, which was held by a number of 
volunteers and about eighty regular soldiers. 
The latter occupied a block house on the pub- 
lic square. “When summoned to surrender 
they refused. The figing became general and 
the insurgents were repelled from the vicin- 
ity of the block house. 

Gomez entered the town with a bodyguard 
and most of the houses hoisted flags of truce 
From one house a hostile shot was dis- 
charged and killed a member of Gomez's 
staff. Gomez was greatly enraged and 
caused the destruction,ef all the houses in 
the vicinity. 

Hearing of the approach of a Spanish col- 
umn, he evacuated the town last evening, 
after burning trains and destroying prop- 
erty. The Spanish troops still held the block 
house. The insurgents camped outside the 
town over night. Today it is reported with- 
out details that Col. Linares and Gen. 
Gomez's forces had cqgme together and that 
an action occurred. The railway property at 
the Buenaventura siding, between this place 
and Quivican, was burned tonight. 

Wild Train Is Ablaze. 

On Monday afternoon a freight train on 
the United railway system left San Felipe 
for Havana. It included thirty-six laden 
“cars and a powerful new Rogers locomotive. 
There were tw6 carloads of horses belonging 
to the government. 

When the train was between Bejucal and 
Quivican it was stopped by a band of insur- 
gents. Bejucal is a town between San Felipe 
and Havana, thirty kilometers from the lat- 
ter. After removing the animals the rebels 
ignited ail the cars, reversed the locomotive, 
and sent it back towards San Felipe at fu_! 
speed. The powerful draft caused the flames 
to rise high in the air, while the engine was 
going around the curves, passing the aston- 
ished country people in the fields, who stood 
as ¥ transfixed, while the burning cars 
rushed onward in their mad career. 

Through Quivican, there being a slight 
grade downward to San Felipe, the traia 
thundered at the rate of a mile a minute. 
“The speed was such that the populace heard 
the noise of the approaching train before 
it appeared. Next they beheld it speeding 
like a torrent of fire, roaring furiously 
through their village, then disappearinx, 
and leaving a cloud of black smoke behind ii. 

Before reaching San Felipe a sharp curve 
was reached, where the train was thrown 
from the track by the centrifugal force

FUND FOR THE POOR IN CUBA. 


Gen. Campos Asks for Money to Aid 
War Victims. 
[SPECIAL CABLE.] 

Havana, Jan. 14.—{Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the New York Journal.]—Gen. Campos pro- 
poses to raise $300,000 to relieve distress by 
voluntary subscriptions. He heads the list 
with $2,000 and asks all the army to give 
one day’spay. The war is beginning to have 
its effect on the poor people of the country. 
The people are coming’ to Sabanillo asking 
for food from the City Council which in turn 
had to send fw aid to Matanzas, which 
promptly sent the rations. 

This was a good day for skirmishes. Ma- 
ceo is being pursued by four Spanish col- 
umns. Maximo Gomez attacked yesterday 
Bejucal. It was well defended by the Span- 
ish garrison, but he succeeded in burning 
some houses and the railway station. The 
Spanish troops lost two killed and ten wound- 
ed. The rebels retired after a three hours’ 
skirmish, burning a railroad train. They 
went toward Quivican, where they burned 
another freight train. Rebels under Car- 
denas and Alfonso attacked a train from 
Jovellanos to Navajas loaded with pro- 
tected laborers coming to repair the line. 
They were fired upon by the rebels. The 
Spanish troops replied and dispersed the 
rebels. The work of repairing was aban- 
doned, 


Country People Kept Close. 

An order has been received at Quemado 
de Guines from Martinez Campos forbidding 
the free movement of the country people on 
the outskirts of the town. No provisions are 
allowed to be sent out of town, which is 
darkened by immense volumes of smoke 
and fire seen on the east and west and sup- 
posed to be at the plantations of Emilia. 

From Santa Clara reports reach me that 
no outside communication has been received 
for eight days at a time. The inhabitants 
are anxious to receive news, The plantation 
of Gueitamaro, the property of Casicedo, 
near Trinidad, had started grinding. They 
were forced to stop by the want of hands. 
All refuse to work for fear of the rebel order 
forbidding work. Col. Mira, with 800 
troops, attacked the rebels at a stock farm 
near Puerto Principe. The rebels were 
driven’ from their positions, leaving eleven 
horses killed and taking away many wound- 
ed. The Spanish troops lost two killed and 
eleven wounded, including Mira, besides 
four officers. It ‘is rumored the leader, 
Panch Carrillo, has retreated from Villas 
to Puerto Principe to pick up thepebels sent 
by Rabi. Thence he is to move forward to 
join the advance guard about the City of 
Matanzas.

thus be able to continue for some time longer 


their almost unchecked operations, and if 
the Spanish Generals are not able to prevent 
a junction of all the insurgent forces now in 
this vicinity the situation will become more 
critical. Istimating that the insurgents 
now have about 15,000 men, more or less 
well armed, in this vicinity, and that they 
are reinforced by, say, 10,000more well armed 
men from the eastward Gomez will have, 
friends of his cause say, under his command 
quite a fair-sized army, and should be able, 
all things fairly favorable, to take the of- 
fensive even against a strong force of Span- 
ish troops defending Havana. 
Insurgerts Gaining Daily. 

In any *case it does not seem possible to 
deny that the insurrection is increasing in 
importance every day. Practically the 
whole interior of the island, from east ‘to 
west, with the exception of the large towns, 
is in possession of the insurgents, who have 
burned everything combustible and levied 
tribute right and left,.under the very noses 
of the Spanish commanders, and cutting 
down the revenue of the Spanish Govern- 
ment from Cuban sources about 80 per cent, 
according to the insurgents’ estimates. Un- 
der these conditions it is not astonishing 
that somé change in the coinmandership of 
the Spanish forces is expected daily. Even 
the most intimate friends of Gen. Campos 
do not claim that he has been half success- 
ful in his operations. 

The insurgents are not.acting hastily in 
any way. They have plenty of time before 
them and intend to make the most of it. 
They have a central government estab- 
lished at Hermosa, in the Province of Puerto 


Principe; their forces are organized in ex- | 


cellent military style; they have régular 
army workshops, hospitals in addition to 
the field hospitals; depots of provisions and 
ammunition, etc. Their cavalry is vastly 
superior, both in number and quality, to 
that of the Spaniards, and the military ex- 
perts assert that the importation of 3,000 or 
4,000 Spanish cavalry from Spain will in no 
way affect the situation, as the Spanish 
horses carnot stand the climate. 

The weak point of the Cuban army is its 
artillery. They have only a few guns ofthe 
old-fashioned type and a few modern rapid- 
fire guns, but they hope shortly to be able 
to make a very much better showing in ar- 
tillery, as they expect supplies of rapid-fire 
guns. 

Maceo Pliunders a Big Town. 

This afternoon it was stated upon good 
authority here that Gen. Antonio Maceo has 
plundered San Diego de Nunez, quite an im- 
portant, town a little to the eastward and 
southward of Bahia Honda, the port recently 
captured by the insurgents on the northern 
coast of Cuba and in the Province of Pinar 
del Rio. 

The Spanish version of the attack made 
by Gomez's forces upon Bejucal is that in 
spite of all the damage done by the enemy 
in burning houses, stores, and a railroad

Capture of Jose Cepero. 
It is announced that on Sunday last the 
Spaniards made an im~-ortant capture in the 
person of José Cepero, the second in com- 


| mand of the Cuban column commanded by

Rego. Cepero, it appears, was on his 
way from Cienfuegos, in the Province of San- 
ta Clara, to Batabano, the port south of Ha- 
vana, with important communications from 
the Santa Clara insurgents to Gomez and 
Maceo. 

The insurgent leader was traveling on the 
Spanish steamship Gloria under the name 
of Lorenzo Dupuy, and had papers upon 
him in that name to show that he was an 
American citizen, traveling in Cuba on busi- 
ness. He acted in the most unconcerned 
manner possible, chatted and joked with all 
on beard, was quite familiar with a number 


passengers from Cienfuegos to Batabano, 
and bid fair to successfully carry out his 
rnission, besides obtaining valuable informa- 


But, as Cepero’s bad luck would have it, 
among the officers who came on board the 
Gloria at Batabano was a certain Lieut. 
Monasterio. The latter and Cepero were old 
acquaintances, Cepero having promised, 
some time ago, to hang Lieut. Monasterio 
at the first opportunity for having pushed 
Cepero’s insurgents very hotly in a pursuit 
which the Spanish troops under the Lieuten- 
ant carried out in Santa Clara. 

When Cepero caught sight of the Lieuten- 
ant he made a sudden dive into his cabin 
and apparently busied himself in preparing 
to go ashore while waiting for his fellow- 
passengers to leave the ship. But the Lieu- 
tenant had espied him, and, communicating 
his knowledge to the other Spanish officers, 
the stateroom occupied by Cepero was soon 
besieged by a crowd of. angry Spanish sol- 
diers. Cepero in vain denied his identity, 
claiming he was Lorenzo Dupuy, an Amerti- 
can citizen, and threatening his captors 
with the vengeance of the United States. 

All denials, however, were in vain. The 
Lieutenant said: 

‘And so you promised to hang me, Cepero? 
Well, we will see if we cannot hang you in- 
stead.”’ 

When Cepero saw that all further denial 
was useless he became defiant, frankly ad- 
mitted his identity, and was conveyed under 
a strong escort to this city. He is now safe- 
ly lodged in Moro Castle, and his trial will 
not long be delayed. The papers found upon 
him are said to be of the greatest importance 
and will probably lead to the arrest of a num- 
ber of prominent citizens, including several 
now residing in the province of Santa Clara. 


TO RECOGNIZE CUBAN INSURGENTS, 


Congress Is Almost Ready to Take 
Definite Action. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 14.—[Special.]— 
Several members of the Foreign Relations 
committee of the Senate were seen today 
relative to the prospects of the recognition of 
the Cuban insurgents. As the matter is now 
under consideration, the Senators seen 
declined to speak for publication, but it is 
evident the committee is rapidly progressing 
toward some sort of declaration, which may 
probably take the form of a notice to Spain 
that the war must be terminated at once or 
the United States will intervene. 

One of the members of the committee said 
tonight: 

“I have become convinced that our right 
toe intervene by a recognition of belligerency 
is unquestioned. The fight is manifestly not 
a mere predatory warfare; put ‘6reanized 
troops are in the fieid, and a reasonable 
proportion of the territory is in the actual 
possession of the insurgents... These are the 
only things necessary to justify recognition. 
Added to this, however, is a civil govern- 
ment which is stable enough to treat with. 
Our right to récognize the belligerency of 
the insurgents could not be disputed by 
Spain. The only question for us to decide 
is whether American interests demand it. 

“Thus far we have received only one or 
two requests for recognition of the insur- 
gents trom Americans with interests in- 
volved. I_ am surprised, to tell the truth 
that the Cuban propaganda has not turned 
its attention to showing how American in- 
terests are being affected. It is undoubted- 
ly trae that our shipments Of flour and ma- 
chinery to the island get no further than 
Havana, and if our merchants should de- 
mand recognition of the insurgents as bel- 
ligerents we would have to comply with 
their requests.”’

FEAR GOLD MAY BE SIPHONED OUT. | 


Paying for Bonds in Instaliments Opens a 


Loophole. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 14.—[Special.]-- ° 


There is a feeling at the Treasury that the 


success of the bond sale is beyond question , 


now so far as disposing of the securities 
is concerned, but there is considerable ap- 
prehension whether the result of the partial 
payment system may not siphon the gold 


out of the reserve almost as fast as it is ° 


put in. The bonds are to be paid for in in- 
stallments of 20 per cent, and the fear is that 
some purchasers may deposit one install- 
ment, present greenbacks, get more gold, 
deposit that, and so on until the full amount 
of gold is paid in. 


The Treasury is in frequent receipt of sug- 


gestions that national banks should be 
treated more liberally by law in the matter, 
of extending their circulation to the par 


value of the bonds, or even permitting bonds | 


to be held in the reserve required by law. 
The Treasury officials would be only too 
glad to encourage banks to take out circu- 
lation by reducing the tax and increasing 
the maximum of notes to the par of gold. 
Both these propositions were incorporated 
in the original scheme presented by the 
Ways and Meanms committee, but were held 
in abeyaince pending action on the bond bill,

FIREMEN IN SESSION AT PERU, ILL | 


Delegates from Seventy-five . Cities 
Present at the Mecting. 

Peru, Ill., Jan. 14.~—[Special:]—The eighth 
annual convention of the State Firemen’s 
Association opened in th’s city today with 
delegates from nearly seventy-five cities 
present. City Attorney Hoberg delivered 
the address of welcome, and it was responded 
to by M. J. Myer of Mount Pulaski, Lill. 
B. F. Staymates read a paper by I. O. Jones 
of Delavan on the need of organization. Ex- 
Chief Lindsay of St. Louis delivered an ad- 
dress on fire appliances in use for the last 
twenty years. Lindsay was the first Presi- 
dent of the %lissouri State Firemen’s Asso- 
ciation, and has been connected with the St. 
Louis Fire Department for the last quarter 
ofacentury. 

Rockford, Il., Jan. 14.—[Special.]—Chief 
Dennis J. Swenie of the Chicago Fire De- 
partment was given a warm reception by 
the Commercial club of this city this even- 
ing when he gave a talk on fires and fire 
fighting. He cantrasted the old volunteer 
fire service with the present organized and 
eficient paid departments. 
fire had increased in a greater ratio than 
the population.and today the fire fighters 
had many more things to contend with than 
in former years and were withal more ef- 
ficient. Reference at length was made to 
the old styles. of building, and the lack of 
highly inflammable materials such as paints, 
oils, etc., that were used. 

“The steam heating of buildings,” he said, 
‘is one great danger in modern fires. The 
heat from the pipes has warped and checked 
the wood, opening avenues for the flames, 
and at the same time has dried the wood and 
brought out the resin for the flames. Among 
the modern dangers are lighting by electric- 
ity, the use of machinery, the employment 
of private dynamos, and the like. But in 
spite of the increasing dangers fires tcday 
are handled better than ever before. Pri- 
vate fire systems are good if handled prop- 
erly and at the right time, but the best fire 
protection is the presence of a mind that can 
resist the fire shock and remain cool.” 

Chief Swenie answered many questions 
asked by local officials. Mr. Chandler, for- 
merly Superintendent of the telegraph [fire 
protection system of Chicago, was then in- 
troduced and talked briefiy of the benefits 
of the repeating telegraph system of alarms.

On 
Monday the surgeon attending him decided 
a heroic operation would be necessary to 
save his life. On Monday afternoon Hilde- 
brandt left the hospital, saying he was going 
out to get a check cashed. On. Monday. 
night he sent a boy to the hospital to get his 
clothing. His effects were delivered to the 
boy and since that time nothing has’ been 
heard of Hildebrandt. All of the city hos- 
pitals have been visited in an attempt to

LEBAUDY SCANDAL S8TILL GROWING. 


Evidence Involving High Personages Said 
to Be in Hand. 

Paris, Jan. 14.—The police continue making 
arrests in connection with the Lebaudy 
blackmailers. They have also been making 
domiciliary visits, and it is said the evidence 
thus obtained has involved high person- 
ages, including a General. 

The Evenement offers to prove that Ros- 
enthal, otherwise known as “Jacques St.

GERMANS MAY TAKE SOME BONDS. 


Evidence That England Bankers Will 
Fight Shy This Time. 
[SPECIAL CABLE.] 

London, Jan. 14.—[{Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the Press Publishing Company, New York 
World.}]—Reuter’s correspondents in Berlin 
and the London Chronicle correspondent 
there today sought definite information 
from the Deutsche Bank and Bleichroeder 
as to whether either has made tenders for 
the new United States loan. Representa- 
tives of both institutions declined to con- 
firm or deny the reports that they had made 
such application. Itis, however, the gener- 
al impression in financial circles, both in 
Berlin and London, that the Deutsche Bank, 
at least, is prepared to make both an in- 
dependent tender and to form part of the 
Morgan syndicate if the popular loan falls 
through. They are awaiting further infor- 
mation before making a formal tender. 

Mr. Raab, one of the managers of the Lon- 
don branch of the Deutsche Bank, gave the 
Werld’s representative today to understand 
that his principals were still acting with the 
Morgan syndicate. 

“As far as I kndw,” he said, ‘‘no further 
movement has been made by the Morgan 
syndicate with respect to the bond issue, 
but the matter is being conducted directly 
between the head office of our bank in Ber- 
lin and New York. It is impossible to say 
how much of the bond issue, if any, will Yall 
to the Morgan syndicate, so I cannot sa 
what our proportion will be.”’ . 

When asked if, in his opinion, any appre- 
clative number of the bonds will be taken 
here, Mr. Raab said: 

“I have heard nothing to justify such an 
expectation. The English are very patriotic, 


dealings in United States bonds until this 
ridiculous war scare completely passes 
away. The situation is growing easier, but 
not sufficiently so as to alter the attitude of 
English financiers, which was accurately 
and authoritatively stated by the Roth- 
schilds in their cable to the World.” 


Feeling of London Bankers. 

This feeling undoubtedly still exists among 
all great London houses. One large En- 
glish capitalist, who sent over some weeks 
ago directions to a New York bank to in- 
vest $250,000 in the new loan on his ac- 
count, said today that he has instructed his 
agents to await developments until nearer 
the day when tenders will be opened. 

“I confess I am guided strictly by busi- 
ness.reasons,”’ he said. ‘There will not be, 
under the circumstances in London, any 
large investment in the new loan, whether 
pépular or through the syndicate, except 
for sale again to America. Practically all 
the last issue of bonds has gone back to 
you. While the present financial system is 
maintained in the United States we buy only 
for speculation. The bonds-are no longer 
considered gilt-edged investment bonds, and 
will not be in all probability until a definite 
pledge is given that your securities will be 
paid in gold. 

“There is also a patriotic sentiment here, 
and you may be sure that Baron Rothschild 
consulted with Lord Salisbury as to the 
terms of his cablegram to the .World, in 
which he intimated that bankers here would 
not take many of the bonds. 

“With Germans it will be somewhat differ- 
ent. In the first place they are content with 
a smaller margin of profit than we are, and, 
while London is practically monometallic, 
there is a strong bimetallic sentiment in 
Berlin in the influential classes. The possi- 
bility of even eventual payment in silver has 
not so much terror to them as to us.”’ 


Hill and Gordon Not in It. 

The report is current that Hill and Gordon, 
the leading brokerage firm, which did much 
toward placing the English investments in 
the last loan, were arranging a syndicate to 
make a tender for some $20,000,000 of the 
new loan. Mr. Panmure, Gordon’s partner, 
said today of this report: 

“No, we are doing nothing with this bond 
issue, although we took a fair share of the 
» last one. It is impossible in the present con- 
dition of things. There is the strong- 
est possible objection to taking any 
of it here. In addition’ to the feel- 
ing aroused by President Cleveland’s 
Venezuela message, there is stronger doubt 
than heretofore as to whether the United 
States Government may exercise its option 
of paying otherwise thanin gold. That feel- 
ing has doubtless been intensified by the re- 
cent action of the President, but even if the 
Venézuela question was settled, I believe 
this uncertainty would still operate for a 
long time to check English investment in 
any securities of the United States.”

wer. will be reaffirmed, and, in fact, am- 


plified. 

It will be declared that this country will 
protect itself from the possibility of being 
hemmed in by colonies of European powers. 
The theory of the policy of the United States 
being to keep free from entangling alliances 
abroad, it follows that this can only be ac- 
complished by limiting European sover- 
eignty in America to present limits. This 
will be clearly stated in Senator Davis’ pa- 
per, which will cite the original declara- 
tions of Prosident Monroe, and declare the 
position of Congress on their application. 

The important part of the paper will be the 
formal declaration that the opposition of 
the United States to extension of European 
domain in America extends quite as much 
to the question of purchase as of conques*. 
It will be declared positively that this coun- 
try will not allow any American nation 
either to sell or give away-any territory it 
now owns to any European power. Ameri- 
can nations will be protected in their rights 
to combine or to acquire territory by pur- 
chase or conquest from each other, but not 
to alienate their land to any foreign power. 

The declaration by Senator Davis is likely 
to prove a historic document. It will be 
the first time that Congress has made a 
definite declaration of the principles of the 
famous “doctrine” of 1823, which has often 
hitherto been assailed as being the opinion 
of. one man only. 

Senator Davis’ declaration will be sub- 
mitted to the full meeting of the Foreign Af- 
fairs committee at noon tomorrow, and if. 
approved may he sent into the Senate early 
in the day. Several members of the commit- 
tee who have seen the document say that it 
will be approved with probably no altera- 
tions. Special attention has been given to 
the point made by President.Cleveland that 
if Venezuela and Great Britain could come 
together on the boundary question this coun- 
try would have nothing tosay. The declara- 
tion by the Senate will especially strengthen 
the hands of the commission, in that it will 
assume that all boundary disputes between 
American. states d foreign powers must 
be settled to the satisfaction of the United 
States. There will be nothing belligerent 
in the paper, but it will be a comprehensive

MORGAN’S POSITION IS UNCHANGED. | 


Says Syndicate Remains Intact as Long 
as It is Needed. 

New York, Jan. 14.—[Special.]—J. Pierpont 
Morgan, who was asked this afternoon 
whether he would make a statement today in 
regafd to the status of the bond syndicate, 
replied: “I cannot answer that question: 
My position is the same it has been since the 
matter came up. So long as it is necessary 
for the protection of the government we shall 
remain intact. As soon as I am convinced 
personally that no further action on our part 
is necessary, then I may make a_ state- 
ment.”’ ’ 

The latter part of the banker’s remark was 
generally interpreted in Wall street as an evi- 
dence that the dissolution of the syndicate 
was, at least, being considered. 

Two large withdrawals of gold from the 
Subtreasury for shipment were announced 
early in the day. One was by Lazard Freres 
for $1,100,000 and the other by Muller, Schall 
& Co. for $300,000. The first named firm, it is 
said, will ship their gold to Europe, while 
the latter will send theirs to South America. 
Rumors were afloat that several other firms 
might withdraw gold from the Subtreasury 
today, but could not be confirmed. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 14.—The Treasury 
today lost $1,184,000 in gold, which reduces 
the reserve to $54,312,271. 

According to the best information $5,000,- 
000 of the bonds were allotted to the Chicago 
banks joining the syndicate. Two or three 
of them, at least, have signed the agreement 
sent out by Morgan & Co. and returned the 
same to New York. John J. Mitchell of the 
Illinois Trust and Savings Bank, one of the 
banks referred to, said: 

‘“‘We have received no notice of the aban- 
donment of the syndicate plan, and so far as 
we know it is intact.’’ 


NICARAGUA CANAL COMES UP AGAIN 


Special Committee Appointed and Spe- 
cial Message Expected. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 14.—The Nicara- 
guan Canal scheme received some little at- 
tention today from the House Committec 
on Inter-State and Foreign Commerce when 
Chairman Hepburn designated a subcom- 
mittee of seven to have special charge of all 
proposed legislation for building the canal. 
Messrs. Sherman [N. Y.], Doolittle [Wash.], 
Joy [Mo.], Noonan [Tex.], Stewart [N. J.], 
Price {La.], and Bartlett [N. Y.] constitute 
the subcommittes:. 

Speaker Reed is known to favor the canal 
plan and the committee counts upon the fa- 
vor of the Committee on Rules to give its 
bill a hearing on the floor. The canal ad- 
vocates are anxious to have President Cleve- 
land forward to Congress at an early day 
the report made to him by the commission 
which looked over the ground last summer. 

To a member of the Commerce committee 
who called at the White House last week 
and made inquiries about the report Private 
Secretary Thurber said that Mr. Cleveland 
had not been able to read the document 
up to that time, because of the absorbing 
pressure of the Venezuelan and other diplo- 
matic matters, but intended to take it up at 
once. It is intimated that a special message 
giving President Cleveland’s views upon the 
canal and transmitting the report will be 
sent to Congress within a month. 


HILLY LORIMER LEAVES SUDDENLY. 


Anxious Hearts in Washington Yearn 
to Know Why. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 14.—[Special.]— 
There is a flutter among the Congressional 
delegation from Chicago over the mysterious 
disappearance of Billy Lorimer, who left 
suddenly for home last evening without tak- 
ing any of his colleagues into his confidence. 
Some of them declare that the candidacy of 
Buck McCarthy in Lorimer’s district is at 
the bottom of the Congressman’s determina- 
tion to see his constituents again so soon. 

Others assert the pins are to be set up for 
the Congressional nominations in the various 
Cook County districts, and Billy wants to 
have his finger in the pie. One thing is cer- 
tain, however, there are several Congress- 
men on the anxious bench, and they would 
give several barrels of big red apples to be 
relieved from their suspense in regard to this 
latest movement toward Chicago. 

“All I can say about my chances for a re- 
nomination,’’ said Representative Belknap, 
“is that J] am in the hands of my friends.

TO REORGANIZE THE PACIFIC ROAD 


Representative Shafroth of Colorado 
Introduces a Bill to This Effect, 
Washington, D. C., Jan. 14.—In the House 

today Mr. Shafroth of Colorado introduced 

a Pacific railroad bill. It contemplates a 

foreclosure sale of the Union and Central 

Pacific railroad properties, and in the event 

that the title vests in the government there 

shall be organized a government railroad 
company. The company is to be managed 
by a Board of Directors appointed by the 

President, and as soon as organized the 

property vested in the United States by the 

foreclosure sale is to be conveyed to it. 

The company is then to deliver to the Unit- 
ed States fifty-year 3 per cent bonds to the 
amount of the total indebtedness of the rdail- 
road to the government secured by a mort- 
gage on all the property subject only to the 
bonds secured by first mortgage upon the 
property in the event the United States has 
not purchased or paid the same. 

The stock of the new company is to be sold 
at public auction and the amount realized 
applied to the indebtedness to the govern- 
ment, and when the latter is fully paid the 
stockholders are to organize a new cor- 
poration. The government railroad company 
is then to convey the railroads and proper- 
ties to it upon the surrender and cancella- 
tion of the stock of the old company.

BIG LUMBER FIRM FAILS. 


KETCHAM COMPANY FORCED TO 
MAKE AN ASSIGNMENT, 


Goes Into the County Court and Makes 
the Title Guarantee and Trust Com- 
pany Iis Assignee—No Statement 
of the Financial Condition Is Made, 
but the President Says the Liabili- 
ties Are $275,000 and the Assets 
$600,000—History of the Concern. 


The Ketcham Lumber company made an 
assignment yesterday in the County Court 
to the Title Guarantee and Trust company. 
No statement of the financial condition of 
the company was filed in court, but W. P. 
Ketcham, the President, placed the liabil- 
ities at $275,000 and the assets at $600,000. 
The assignment was made at the request 
of A. E. Cartier, the heaviest stockholder 
of the company. Mr. Cartier said he 
thought an assignment was expedient be- 
cause of the hard times and the poor condi- 
tion of the lumber market. The stockhold- 
ers say there was no friction or trouble of 
any kind in the company, and business 
reasons alone were the cause of the failure. 

The assignment was taken into court by 
Wood & Oakley, attorneys for the company. 
No proceedings had been begun by the 
creditors, although some of them wanted the 
affairs of the company wound up. 

President Ketcham declared the creditors 
would be paid 100-cents on the dollar. 

“The?e was no trouble in the company,”’ 
he said, “the assignment being made sole- 
ly for business reasons at the request of 
Mr. Cartier.”’ 

The assets consist of book accounts, lum- 
ber in the yards at Chicago, Sandusky, O., 
and in smaller towns in Illinois and lowa, 
and in real estate. The liabilities are ac- 
counts in Ohio, Michigan, Wisconsin, and 
Illinois. There are no preferred or judgment 
creditors. 

The Ketcham Lumber company is one of 
the largest concerns in the lumber district. 
Its yards are at Hoyne and Blue Island ave- 
nues, where the general offices are located. 
A large branch yard is conducted at San- 
dusky, O. The down-town offices in Chi- 
cago are in the Old Colony Building. There 
are five stockholders. They are: 

W. P. Ketcham, T. D. Ketcham, 

W. A. Cartier, Mrs. W. P. Ketcham. 


A._E. Cartier, 
W. P. Ketcham is the President, F. D. 


Ketcham Treasurer, and W: A. Cartier Sec- 
retary. The company was organized in May, 
1892, ee ae the firm of J. D. Ketcham & 
Bros. Until three months ago the company 
owned two lumber barges, the Ketcham and 
the J. D. Owens, which plied between this 
city and the lumber districts of Michigan. 
The boats were managed by a company called 
the Ketcham Steamship company, which was 
an adjunct of the lumber company. Three 
months ago the boats were sold and that part 
of the business abandoned. The company 
will not be reorganized, but will disband after 
its affairs are wound up in the courts. 

Frank H. Sellers, manager of the trust 
department of the Title Guarantee and 
Trust company, said he knew little about the 
affairs of the company beyond the fact that 


it had made an assignment. 


“The assignment was brought to us,” he 
said, ‘“‘and we accepted it, but we have not 
investigated the affairs of the company. I 
understand the assignment was an ill-ad- 
vised one, and there was really no reason for 
it, beyond some trouble in the company it- 
self. The assets are large and the liabili- 
ties, I understand, are all secured. It is said 
there are no outside creditors and that all 
the company owes is well secured. No pro- 
ceedings had been begun by any of the credi- 
tors, but some of them wanted to wind up 
the company and the assignment resulted,” 


LOOSE MANAGEMENT IS CHARGED. 
Receiver for American Savings and 
Loan Association in Minneapolis. 

Minneapolis, Minn., Jan. 14.~The Amer- 
ican Savings and Loan Association went into 
the hands of a receiver today, application to 
the court having been made by Attorney- 
General Childs. Maj. W. D. Hale was named 
as receiver. 

The action was an entire surprise to the 
officers of the association, who knew nothing 
of the move until Receiver Hale, accop- 
panied by two Deputy Sheriffs and armed 
with the order of the court, arrived and took 
possession. 

The Attorney-General was moved to action 
by information filed with him by Bank Ex- 
aminer Kenyon. Among the reasons given 
for the application were charges that in 18S 
the officers illegally invested $202,000 in the 
capital of the German-American Fire Insur- 
ance company; that the management has 
been grossly extravagant and unbusiness- 
like; and that the laws of the State govern- 
ing such associations have been repeatedly 
violated. It is charged that James H. Bish- 
op, President, and F. B. Stoneman, financial 
agent, have taken no steps to recover money 
illegally invested. 

Secretary T. E. Bishop called a meeting of 
the directors immediately, and it is consid- 
ered likely that the receivership will be re- 


sisted. 

The expenses of running the association 
for seven years are placed at $672,442, and 
the earnings at $1,054,051. From the balance 
should be deducted $250,000 loss on the in- 


surance company investment, leaving I?fttle , 


profit for the stockholders. For three years 
the association has taken no new business, 
but has been very extravagantly conducted. 
The salary list for one year was $25,662. 

The Bank Examiner’s May, 1805, report 
shows resources of $2,287,519, including 8$49,- 
837 rejected assets, cash on hand and in bank 
$183,084. The mortgage loan account footed 
up $1,015,726, of which $241,325 was in at- 
torney’s hands for foreclosure. The Ex- 
aminers figure that $1,366,513 was totally in- 
active assets, while only $921,206 produced 
“any income. Maturity of stock was there- 
fere very remote and indefinite. 


TWO NEBRASKA BANKS ARE CLOSED. 
Slow Collections Cause Failure at Blue 
Springs and Stratton. 

Blue Springs, Neb., Jan. 14.—The Blue 
Springs Bank was closed this morning by 
the State Examiner, who now has possession. 
About $7,000 of county funds are held by the 
bank, but no loss to depositors is expected. 
Arrangements are already made to reor- 
ganize on a stronger basis, and the bank will 
probably reopen in a few days. 

Stratton, Neb., Jan. 14.—The Bank of 
Stratton closed today. The cause is alleged 
to be slow collections. The capital stock 
was $17,000. The assets are more than equal 
to the liabilities. In time past the institu- 
tion’s revenues have been very heavy, and 
it is expected to resume business soon. 


Receiver for Large Printing Company. 

Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 14.—[{Special.]— 
Judge Brown of the Circuit Court today ap- 
pointed Charies E. Hollenbeck receiver of 
the Baker-Randolph company, one of the 
largest printing and lithograph concerns 
in the State. Philip Igoe, Vice-President, is 
the complainant, and Dr. Henry Jameson, 
in whose favor. as trustee a mortgage for 
$27,000 was issued to secure notes, is made a 
codefendant. The assets are placed at $75,- 
000 and the liabilities at $50,000. Inability to 
realize on accounts is aysigned as the reason 
for the application for a receiver. 


Canada Railroad Goes to the Wali. 

Montreal, Que., Jan. 14.—On the applica- 
tion’ of the Provincial Commissioner of 
Public Works the Baie de Chaleurs railway 
has been ordered sequestrated. The prin- 
cipal grounds are that the road is insolvent 
and that the conditions of the charter have 
not been complied with.

COMMITTEE GOES TO WASHINGTON.

The committee intrusted with the securing 
of the Democratic Naticnal convention for 
Chicago left yesterday for Washington. Its 
members went in a quiet, unostentatious 
way, not even taking a special car, but em- 
barking as individuals on the Washington 
sleeper of the 3 o’clock train on the Balti- 
more and Ohio railroad at the Grand Union 
Station. 

Two of the members, L. Z. Leiter and Ben- 
jamin J. Rosenthal, have been in Washing- 
ton for some days securing headquarters 
at the Arlington Hotel. The members of 
the committee who left yesterday are:

R. E. Spangler, although not formally a 
member of the committee, also accompanied 
the party to Washington. 

Mr. Russell said the committee was not 
going to make any “splurge.”’ It simply in- 
tended to gay to the National committee Chi- 
cago possessed well-known advantages fora 
convention city; twice the Democratic party 
had found luck there and might well try it 
again. Thirty-two thousand dollars was 
pledged for the expenses, an amount ample 
for all purposes, unless a temporary struct- 
ure should have to be built. This would not 
be necessary, as the Coliseum Building was 
at its disposal. Ata late hour, he said, Tat- 
tersall’s had been tendered, but he did not 
believe it would be considered, although it 
was guaranteed it would be arranged so it 
could accommodate 16,000 persons.

None of the committee would admit any 
pledge had been given to the Coliseum, but 
was not willing to say the offer of Tatter- 
sall’s would be considered. Nor would 
anyone express a decided opinion as to the 
success of the mission, and there seemed to 
be a belief New York would bid high enough 
to get the plum. 


DAIRYMEN MEET IN CONVENTION, 
Annual Meeting of the National Union 
at the Sherman House. 

The National Dairy Union began its third 
annual meeting last evening at the Sherman 
House.

Refuses Gifts of Food. 


Felder’s story is substantiated by the men 
who frequent the lodging-houses in Clark 
street. Even they were touched by his 
pitiful aspect and have frequently offered 
to buy food for him or to share their lunches 
with him. He refused every effort, however, 
and has persevered in his determination to 
starve. Felder is about 45 years old and has 
been in America twelve years. He left a 
comfortable home in Germany to come here, 
but mis‘ortune has been his lot. In the old 
country he was a bookkeeper, and he speaks 
English well. Privation has apparently 
affected his mind and thus given him the 
fortitude to bear the sufferings of hunger 
so long. 

He refused yesterday to eat anything or 
drink anything, though repeated efforts 
were made to alter his determination. To 
all entreaties to take some food he an- 
swered: “I don’t want it. -What’s the use? 
Let me die.” And die the man will unless he 
eats soon.

Charles H. Hopkins, whose name has been 
connected with the financial transactions of 
Jens Hansen, is missing. It is thought he 
has left town because of the notoriety he 
has gained in connection with the case. 

Little interest was manifested yesterday 
in the disposition of the victims. Few per- 
sons called at Denny’s morgue, No. 5438 
Halsted street, where the bodies lay. Thein- 
quest will be held at the Englewood Police 
Station at 10 o’clock this morning. The 
funeral will be held tomorrow morning, and 
the bodies will all be taken to the cemetery 
in one wagon. 


Haunsen’s Experience with Hopkins. 

“Hopkins is a scoundrel and I told him so 
several wecks ago when I went to his office,” 
said Charles Green at his commission-house, 
No. 101 Kinzie street, when asked concern- 
ing his knowledge of the circumstances lead- 
ing up to the.crime of Jens Hansen. 

Hopkins, who was thus accused, has sud- 
denly disappeared and only persistent in- 
quiry disclosed the story of his departure. 
The office boy in Room 1206, Tacoma Build- 
ing, said Hopkins had gone to St. Louis. 
The boy did not know when he left, when 
he would be back, what business called him 
there, or anything else of interest... He was 
anxious, however, whenever any one asked 
for his employer and eagerly asked their 
business, 

Mr. Green, the only man who seems to 
take any intcrest in the case of Hansen, 
was much excited over the story Hopkins 
had given out. “I can tell all about the 
transactions between Hansen and Hopkins,” 
said he. “It was I who first sent him to 
Hopkins. My acquaintance with Hansen 
Cates back to the time he purchased the 
Saloon at Kinzie and Dearborn streets. He 


came into my place to buy butter and eggs, 


and after I had found out he was a Dane 
we became friendly. His family was not 
in this country when I first knew him, but 
he brought them over a short time after he 
opened the saloon. I took all my customers 
over to his place after we scraped up an 
acquaintance and became a regular patron 
of the place. 


Hansen’s Dairy Business. 


“Several months after this he sold the place 
and bought the Lincoln dairy in Auburn 
Park. He began to buy large quantities of 
butter and eggs from me and always paid 
cash. Two months afterward he sold the 
dairy, taking notes secured by mortgage in 
payment. He told me he owed money to 
farmers for supplies, but by the terms of 
sale I think the purchaser assumed this in- 
debtedness, but I am not sure. 

‘Meanwhile Hansen's partner had disposed 
of his notes and Hansen claimed he was left 
wholly responsible for the payment of the 
debts. He said he was willing to pay his 
part, but would not pay all.

THE CORRUPT COUNCIL. | 

The Council has passed the General Elec- 
tric boodle ordinance over the Mayor’s yeto, 
as was expected, It did so with four votes 
to spare. Of the fifty-two Aldermen who 
voted for the ordinance last week only two 
—Kahler and Campbell—were convinced by 
the veto message. Yet the reasons the 
Mayor gave for refusing to approve the 
measure were strong enough to have con- 
vinced any man who was not bound by 
contract to vote for the ordinance. 

The Mayor told the Aldermen that the 
ofdinance was so loosely drawn that the 
interests of the city were not protected, 
The usual requirements respecting the 
method of construction, maintenance, and 
repair were omitted. So was the provision 
for a license fee. The privileges granted 
were extremely valuable and the com- 
pensation for them altogether inadequate. 
At a time when the franchises covering a 
number of streets were about to expire it 
was unwise to grant on such loose terms a

As the 
courts had decided that private property- 
owners could not attack the validity of an 
ordinance it was peculiarly the duty of the 
Council to see that the rights of property- 
owners were not jnvaded. 

The objeetions made by the Mayor to 
the ordinance that frontage consents are 
lacking and that a notice which the Su- 
preme Court says is necessary had not been 
given are fatal ones. All these arguments, 
statements, and appeals fell on deaf ears. 
The Aldermen were not to be moved. 
Arguments more potent than those ad- 
vanced by the Mayor had convinced them 
that it was for their advantage that the 
ordinance should pass, even if it was not 
for the advantage of the city. 

But as the ordinance is clearly invalid, 
notwithstanding the vote of Monday night, 
it is the duty of the city authorities to treat 
it as such. When the purchasers of this

THE INSOLENT UNSPEAKABLE TURE. 

The Tirkish Minister at Washington 
has furnished the press with a pronuncia- 
mento, prepared under instructions from 
his government, refusing to permit the Red 
Cross Society, or “any other foreign society 
or individuals, however respectable same 
may be,” to distribute money collected 
abroad among the Armenians. 

This action of the Turkish Government is 
in the nature of an insult to Christendom. 
Having had the ability to prevent the 
treaty powers from coming to the physical 
protection of the Armenians by playing 
them off one against the other on the basis 
of their mutual jealousies, it now insolent- 
ly refuses to allow a society recognized by 
all of them and recognized by itself during 
the last thirty years as an international 
philanthropical organization, to come to the 
retief of Armenians suffering from the in- 
yvasions of Turks and Kurds, from mas- 
sacre, pillage, and actual starvation. 

It adds to the insolence of.this pronuncia- 
mento by the statement that “the Sublime 
Porte is mindful of the true interests of its 
subjects,” and will, as it has done hereto- 
fore, “under its own legitimate control, 
alleviate the wants of all Turkish subjects, 
living in certain provinces, irrespective of 
creed or race.” If this is to be the fate of 
the Armenians, if the civilized powers are 
to leave them to the possibilities of relief 
at the hands of the Sublime Porte, then 
God help them. What Turkish philanthro- 
py means is shown by the black record of 
100,000 Armenians slaughtered within a 
year, of scores of towns and villages burned 
and pillaged, of thousands of women out- 
raged and children made orphans, and of 
thousands more starving and exposed to 
the rigors of winter in the mountains where 
they have sought shelter from the tender 
mercies of the unspeakable Turks. 

Under the terms of this pronunciamento 
the Red Cross movement will have to be 
abandoned unless the powers come to its 
defense and demand of Turkey that it shall 
allow its members to go to Armenia and 
distribute relief, which it is not likely they 
will do. As to this matter the United 
States can take no active part except in the 
way of moral protest, which should be 
made in the strongest terms. Congress 
should go further. It should instruct the 
President toask the péwers to move on Tur- 
key without delay. It should pass the reso- 
lution offered by Mr. Morse in the House, 
which urges—

If the Turks inter- 
fere with them, then this government should 
interfere with the Turks. If the latter are 
in the care and keeping of the powers, then 
this government must make such demands 
as it can upon them. Is it possible now 
that the present reckless, dilly-dallying, 
niggardly Congress can appreciate what 
this government might do were it in a con- 
dition to talk back to Europe? 


FOR THE DEFENSE OF OUR COASTS. 

The report of the Board of Ordnance and 
lortifieations, recently presented to Con- 
gress, states that “at the rate appropria- 
tions have been. made during the last ten 
years it would take at least fifty years to 
place our sea coasts in proper condition for 
defense.” The estimates of the War De- 
partment, which is presumed to know what 
is needed for the national defense, are in 
variably ¢ut down to the smallest possible 
fraction by Congress, which presumably 
does not know what is needed for the na- 
tional defense, or at least acts as if it did 
not. It not only has no idea of the amount 
which should be appropriated, but it ap- 
parently does not care to know. One rea- 
so for this sluggardly, niggardly, reckless- 
ly careless action is given by the New York: 
Sun as follows: 

All along Congress manifested a not unnatural 
reluctance to appropriate any more money than 
could actually be expended with profit during the 
fiscal year for which each annual bill was to pro- 
vide. No session wanted to have charged to its 
account expenditures properly belonging to future 
Congres The engineer work seems somehow to 
be stili further in arrears than the ordnance work: 
but we recall instances in which variotis suris 
asked for by thé Chief of Engineers dréw out the 
fact that there’*were large uhexpended balances 


under those very heads, whereupon Congress did 
not give any more.

It calls for the ap- 
pointment of a Fortification Board of six 
members, which is in line with the reeom- 
mendation of Secretary Lamont in his last 
report, to be composed of two army officers 
and four civilians, ofie of whom shall be an 
engineer and another an attorney-at-law, 
with the Secretary of War Chairman of the 
board ex-officio.

1897, and for the fiscal years ending with, 
1901 $25,000,000 each year, and it calls for 
the protection of the following ports in the 
order named:

GRAND JURY. MISDEEDS. 
The County Commissioners have adopted 


a resolution asking the State’s-Attorney to | 


procure the impaneling of a special grand 
jury to investigate the alleged blackmailing 
on the part of members of the last grand 
jury. Mr. Kern says he will not do this: 

Why should I? I have no official information 
to act upon in this matter. There is a lot of news- 
paper talk about corruption in the grand jury, 
but that is no basis for a proceeding such as the 
County Commissioners suggest. Let those peo- 
ple who have knowledge of corruption come to me 
end place me in possession of their evidence, 
ahd then it will be time to talk about summon- 
ing a special grend jury. 

Did the County Commissioners gxpect 
that Mr. Kern would make this answer? 
Have they simply been making a grand 
stand play? If not, and they are sincere in 
their desire to have the conduct of their 
nominees investigated, then let them apply 
to the Judge presiding in the Criminal 
Court, as Tue TRIBUNE suggested yester- 
day. He will attend to the matter. He has 
the power and the inclination. 

The next grand jury has already been 
drawn. All the Commissioners have to do 
is to tell their appointees not to appear. 
The Judgé, knowing the reason why, will 
fill their places with first-class men, and 
there will be a searching inquiry which 
may develop some interesting facts. 

As for Mr. Kern’s refusal, it will surprise 
no one. He does not care to go to any 
trouble about investigating. If grand 
jurors who have done wrong will squeal 
on themselves he will let some one in his 
office draw up indictments against them, 
but he will not make an effort to find out 
what truth there is in the oft-repeated 
charge that Cook County grand juries have 
become boodling agencies. Most State’s- 
Attorneys would get indignant if they sts- 
pected that the power to indict was being 
used for blackmailing purposes. Mr. Kern 
does not. He is a peculiar man.

Several banks reply that 
they Would subscribe for the bonds if the 
issue were for retiring the greenbacks, and 
one writes that interior banks would cheer- 
fully surrender their gold, if without lods, 
to New York correspondents if convinced 
that the old-time relations between them 
and the Treasury would be resumed, the

This 
undoubtedly is the truth, and it is a potent 
argument, especially as it applies to paper 
currency, not being limited to gold, The 
lowest rate heard of in ‘this city for large 
sums abundantly secured by real estate is 
but a shade below 4%, and the regular bank 
rate of discount for gilt-edged commercial 
paper in Chicagd is 6 per cent, while 7 and 
8 are not unusual figures further West. So 
3 per cent is not an attractive rate to banks, 
unless’ as it might be an advantage to them 
to issue additional circulation on the bonds, 
and that inducement would be much greater 
if they were allowed to issue up to the face 
value of the bonds, with a lower rate of tax 
on the circulation than ebtains now. 

Of course individual capitalists do not 
expect to be able to lend money to the banks 
at the same rates as are charged by those 
institutions to their customers. There is 
a large aggregate of money capital owned 
by individuals to whom it pays little or 
nothing. So much of this as is gold held in 
private hoards does not earn anything, and 
eould be invested profitably at 3 per cent 
for a long term of years. It does not seem 
probable, however, that enough of this will 
be attracted from its hiding places to make 
the loan a‘'popular one in the proper sense 
of the term. As previously stated in THz 
TRipuNE, the bulk of the gold will have to 
come out of the bank vaults. To this it 
may be added that the greater portion must 
be furnished by banks at the East, not only 
because they have most of the gold, but for 
the reason that rates of interest there are 
comparatively low. 


EDUCATION IN THE UNITED STATES. 

The extraordinary importance attached 
to education in the United ‘States is evi- 
deneed by the report of W. T. Harris, ©om- 
missioner of Education, to the Secretary of 
the Interior for the year ending June 30, 
1808. It is a bulky book of 1,224 pages, 
and yet this is only Vol. I. ofthe series. 
Notwithstanding that its colossal size will 
not commend it as a book for general read- 
ing and that its summaries hardly reach 
within three years of current doings in the 
world of education, there is much in it of 
general interest. 

The first 112 pages are devoted to general 
summaries of pupils in all grades in public 


and private schools and institutions and to 


the State common school systems. Then 
follow illiteracy in the United States, 50 
pages; foreign educational systems, 106 
pages; education as represented at the 
World's Columbian Exposition, 471 pages; 
papers prepared for the World’s Library 
Congress, 319 pages; and statistical tables, 
497 pages. The second volume will be de- 
voted to documents illustrative of Ameri- 
can educational history, the report of the 
Committee of Ten on Secondary School 
Studies, the National Educational Asso- 
ciation, the education of the negro, pecuni- 
ary aid for students in universities and col- 
leges, university extension, medical educa- 
tion, education in the various States, edu- 
cational affairs in Alaska, necrology, and 
statistical tables, the two volumes includ-

while the increase in the number of female 
teachers was 8,301. There are fewer male 
teachers now than in 1880, while the fe- 
male teachers have increased about 70 per 
eent since that date. The number of 


_ schoolhouses in 1893 was 235,426, valued 
at $398,435,039, being an increase in value 


of over $10,000,000. Of the $165,000,000 
of school revenue in that year $34,000,000 
came from State taxes, $108,000,000 from 
local taxes, $9,000,000 from the income of 
school funds, and $14,000,000 from mis- 
cellaneous sources. Since 1880 the com- 
mon school expenditure of the United 
States has more than doubled, having in- 
creased from $78,000,000 to $163,000,000. 

Other statistics show that there were 
2,812 public high schools with 232,951 
pupils, 1,454 academies with 96,147 pupils, 
451 universities and colleges with 140,053 
students, 148 colleges for women with 
22,049 students, and 152 normal schools 
with 36,669 students. Besides these there 
were 19,752 medical students, 2,852 dental 
students, 3,394 pharmacists, 6,776 law 
students, and 7,836 theological students, 
these figures showing that medicine is still 
the favorite profession. It is gratifying to 
note in this connection that the colossal ex- 
penditures for education in the United 
States are making serious breaches in the 
wall of illiteraey. In 1870 the per cent of 
illiterates to the total population 10 years 
of age and over was 20; in 1880, 17; in 1890, 
13.3. The per cent for the native white 
population in 1870 was 10.8; in 1890, 6.2. 
The illiteracy of the foreign born white 
population fluctuates. In 1870 it was 14.4; 
in 1880, 12; in 1890, 18.1. The statistics of 
illiteracy amotig the negroes show encour- 
aging results, In 1870 it was 79.9; in 1880, 
70; in 1890, 56.8. If this ratio shall con- 
tinue, and there is no apparent feason why 
it should not, the negro race will soon 
oceupy a creditable position as compared 
with the whites. Much, however, yet re- 
mains to be done when the statistics of Ger- 
many are studied. The total ratio of illit-

CITY GAS INSPECTION BUREAU DOES 


MORE CUTTING, 


This Time the Boulevards Are Hit, as 
It Is Considered the Lights There 
Are Too Thickly Pliaced—This Is 
Said to Be Only the Beginning of a 
Far More Sweeping Reduction than 
Was Anticipated, as It Is Found the 
Appropriation Is Not Yet Reached. 


Retrenchment more sweeping in scope and 
effect than ever before attempted in that 
department.struck the City Gas Inspector's 
bureau yesterday. When Ed Westman, its 
chief operative, got through his work he had 
marked for abandonment today 2,300 street 
lamps and sent notices of that fact to the 
various gas companies. This number is in 
addition to 2,2uu that had been shut off pre- 
vious to last Thursday. . 

That is not all. Mayor Swift says the ex- 
penses must be brought within the appro- 
priation. So the business of retrenching will 
continue. What is more significant, it may 
possibly be extended to electric lights. 

An interesting feature of yesterday's cut is 
the fact that it took in some of the boule- 
vards. Michigan avenue is to lose 200 of its 
illuminating flames, while Washington, 
Jacksoh, and Ashland drives on the West 
Side suffer a total loss of 279 lamps. The 
officials say, however, they will not be 
missed. There are so many lights strung 
along these thoroughfares it is thought the 
discontinuance of three or four to the block 
will not be seriously felt. On this class of 
streets the lights are placed at an as 
distance of only forty-five feet apart. in 
many blocks they are even closer together 
than that. For instance the block lying be- 
tween California avenue and Falls street 
has twenty-two lamps in it. Inspector 
Westman thinks the locality can get along 
with twelve, consequently he shut off ten. 
Between Rockwell street, where the Pan- 
Handle railroad runs, and Campbell avenue, 
a short block, there are seventeen, but here- 
after seven will stand in darkness. 

Most of the other 2,300 discontinued lamps 
are lecated in the outskirts on unoccupied 
streets. 

It seems the city officials have been labor- 
ing under the supposition that the boule- 
vards were lighted by the park boards. 
Such, however, is not the case, and appar- 
ently never has been. The park boards 
simply keep the lamps in repair, and the 
city pays for lighting them. In all proba- 
bility an effort will be made, if upon investi- 
gation it is fouhd such a thing can be done, 
to transfer the expense of lighting the boule- 
vards to the park boards. 

In the meantime the city will go ahead 
cutting off a lamp here and there in every 
street and block until the number in use is 
brought down to the amount of money it 
ean afford to appropriate for illuminating 
purpose. Up to last evening 4,500 had been 
stopped, and as the cost of maintenance is 
$16 a lamp a year it will be seen the gas com- 
panies have been knocked out of $72,000. A 
good deal more than that will have to be 
taken from them, however, before the limit 
of past appropriations has been reacned. 


NORTHWESTERN KOAD'S ELEVATING. 


How It Will Be Arranged on Its Two Big 
Divisions, 

The Northwestern railroad company’s or- 
dinance, introduced on Monday night, pro- 
viding for the elevation of the Wisconsin 
and Milwaukee divisions, covers eight miles 
of track and says the work shall be com- 
pleted in eight years. The Wisconsin di- 
vision elevation at Clybourn Junction is to 
reach a grade of 21.4 feet above city datum, 
and come down to the same height again at 
North Forty-third court. For the interven- 
ing space the height will run on an easy 
grade from 21.9 feet at Robey street to 34.4 
feet at Irving Park boulevard, withsubways 
at Fullerton avenue, Western avenue, Di- 
versey street, West Wellington avenue, Bel- 
mont avenue, Kimball avenue, West Addi- 
son street, North Fortieth avenue, and other 
streets. At North Forty-second avenue the 
descent begins, landing at grade in the yards 
at Mayfair. 


The elevation of the Milwaukee division 


will begin at Wrightwood avenue, reach a 
height of 20.6 feet at Diversey street, 26.4 
feet at Belmont avenue, and 20.4 feet at 
Montrose boulevard, and continue to Bryn 
Mawr avenue, where the decline will begin, 
and come to grade just north of Rosehill. 
The elevation will be of the embankment 
system, with retaining walls on either side. 
Subways are provided for nineteen streets 
on the Wisconsin division and twelve on the 
Milwaukee, the height of these to be twelve 
feet in the clear, except on streets where 
there are trolley cars, and there thirteen and 
one-half feet. 

The company agrees to dedicate to the city 
a strip of ground sixty-six feet wide along 
its track from North Forty-fourth avenue to 
North Forty-third court, and another strip 
forty feet wide between Irving Park boule- 
vard and North Forty-First court. The de- 
pressions in the streets for subways will be 
from two to five feet.

CUSTODIAN THREATENS TO “LICK” 
POSTMASTER HESING,

Employes of the Federal Building Are 
to Be Repaid the Money They “Con- 
tributed” for a Present for Their 
Chief—It Is Denied That Serub- 
women Were Compelled to Give Up 
Part of Their Salaries—Gift Enter- 
prise Managed by Mr. Sutton. 


“I know where this story comes from. It 
is that ——- — —~ Cahill and that — —— 
—— Hesing. I licked him once, —— him, and 
I will do it again.”’ 

“I wish they would have an investigation 
into assessments. There have been twenty 
in that department. Who got a gold star, 
eh? And—well, all I would like would be an 
investigation.

This was what custodian Bailey said yes 
terday when asked about the purse em- 
ployés of the Postoffice had raised for him. 
The employés had little to say and what Mr. 
Bailey said would not look well in print. 

It is still alleged Mr. Bailey knew Satur- 
day night all about the purse. It is still al- 
leged the employés were “held up” by a 
committee composed of Engineer Sutton, 
Electrician Quaeley, and Head Janitor Gus- 
ten, and those who gave up to the two latter 
say they have not yet received their money 
back. 

Neither Quaeley nor Gusten will say any- 
thing, except to deny all knowledge of the 
matter, and the employés, while they look 
mysterious, are unwilling to acknowledge 
they gave up any money. It is said they 
would lose théir jobs if they told the truth. 

The reason for all this silence and mystery 
is found in the sudden assumption of respon- 
sibility for the whole matter by Engineer 
Sutton, who is returning the money collect- 
ed to the employés in his department, which 
it is now said were the only ones “‘touched.”’ 

Mr. Bailey said: “I knew nothing about it 
until last night. This morning I heard Mr. 
Sutton was the only responsible man in the 
thing and I sent him this letter:

S&S. C. H.—Dear Sir: I am informed that 
you have solicited funds from the assistant 
engineers and firemen under your charge, 
for the purpose of making me a present /of 
same. If such is the truth, I desire to call 
your attention to the fact that the Federal 
Statutes forbid the making of a gift andthe 
receiving of a present by an official from 
subordinates. You are therefore notified 
to immediately return all moneys collected 
by you for said purpose, as I would absolute- 
ly have to refuse to accept same. Respect- 
fully yours, M. B. Barney, Custodian.”’ 

“But how about the gcrub-women, Mr. 

Will they and the others get their 
money back?” 

Then Mr. Bailey’s language became vigor- 
ous and picturesque. He said any such as- 
sertion was a ‘‘—— —— ——-——- lie.

Insurance people are little concerned over 
the pending Council legislation providing 
for levying a tax of 2 per cent annually upon 
the grosg receipts in Chicago of fire insur- 
ance companies foreign to the State. They 
point to a decision by the Supreme Court of 
Illinois in 1888 which declared unconstitu- 


tional a similar ordinance. 


Thomas Goodman said yesterday: “The 
measure seems to me grossly inequitable. 
A State statute compels us to make returns 
of the net receipts of twelve months to the 
Assessor each May. Then the insurance 
companies maintain the Fire Insurance Pa- 
trol without asking financial! assistance from 
the city.” 

The other provision of the ordinance in- 
troduced in the Council, providing for li- 
censing insurance brokers at $25 is received 
favorably, its advocates arguing its adop- 
tion would insure relief from unscrupulous

CATTLE MEN HAVE* A GRIEVANCE, 


Object to Dispensing with Attendants 
on Stock Trains. 

Attorney Charles A. Amos of the Union 
Stock-Yards has been retained to take steps 
to see whether shippers will be allowed to 
send cattle East without proper attendants, 
as it is alleged they are now doing. He will 
probably call the attention of Secretary 
Morton to the alleged illegal practices in 
vogue and may also enlist the Humane So- 
ciety’s interest. It is said plenty of money 
has been subscribed to contest the matter 


to the end. 

It has been the custom until lately for 
shippers of live cattle at the Stock-Yards 
to send with the stock on long journeys 
‘competent attendants, whose business it 
was to see the animals were not trampled 
and to feed and water them. One man gen- 
erally took care of twenty-five cars and was 
paid at the rate of $44 for a trip to New 
York. Usually there are several trains of 
cattle a day for New York, and these “‘at- 
tendant’’ expenses made a big figure in the 
outlay of a cat“le man. 

Some time ago one of the shippers at the 
Yards decided to send his cattle to New York 
without attendants. Other shippers, in- 
cluding Eastman & Co., followed suit, and 
altogether over fifty men who have been 
regular ‘“‘attendants”’ were dropped yester- 
day. They at once employed Attorney 
Amos. 

Under the new system the cattle are 
neither fed nor watered between Chicago 
and New York, and there is no help for them 
if they get “‘down.”” Kansas City shippers 
are said to be following the lead of the Chi- 
cago and New York men. There is said to 
be a State law on the subject. According 
to the stories circulated at the Stock-Yards, 
shippers are dodging this law by sending 
men with trains who want to get East and 
cannot pay their fare.

BOOTH BACK TO ENGLAND. 


SALVATION ARMY LEADER ORDERED 
FROM AMERICA, 


General Commanding Said to Have De- 
cided Upon the Return of Mr. and 
Mrs. Ballington Booth—Not Pleased 
with Their Americanization—Af- 
rican Missionaries Are Buying 
Black Slaves for Conversion—Other 
News from the Atlantic Metropolis. 

New York, Jan. 15.—Salvation followers 
received a violent shock last night when it 
was rumored that an order had come from 

Gen. Booth in London to the effect that his 

son and daughter-in-law, Commander and 

Mrs. Ballington Booth, must relinquish their 

American leadership at the end of March. 

It is supposed that the London authorities 

object to the strenuous efforts made by the 

leaders to Americanize the movement. The 

Commander and his wife recently became 

American citizens and have now a large 

proportion of Americans in the ranks of 

their paid officers. The removal of the two 

popular leaders will, it is feared, cause a 

large withdrawal of financial help. Com- 

mander Booth refuses to say whether such 
an order has been received. His friends say 
that if the decree comes he may resist it. 


MISSIONS ARE DEALING IN SLAVES. 
Report of Prof. C. F. Cook to the Colo- 
nization Society. 

New York, Jan. 14.—[{Special.]—Prof. C. F. 
Cook, sent several months ago to Liberia to 

ake an investigation for the New York 

tate Colonization Society, has forwarded 
a@ report of his labors. Upon this depends 
the future work of the society in Africa. 

A chapter in the report devoted to a discus- 
sion of the slave trade is bound to attract 
attention. The professor alleges that many 
enterprising missionaries, too impatient to 
convert natives by the slow process of moral 
suasion, buy them as slaves at so much a 
head and thrust Christianity upon them. 
These missionaries, he says, are largely re- 
sponsible for the demafffl which makes traf- 
fic in human bodies profitable. 

“There is every probability,’”’ says the re- 
port, “that if only the good work goes on 
far enough we shall have. regulation slave 
raids, towns burned, the people slaughtered, 
and the children carried away to be 
sold. Too often the missionary’s. foolish 
haste tp get the good will of the people has 
led to him to buy it with presents. He gets 
a temporikry semblance of what he desires 
and loses the possibility of obtaining what 
‘are infinitely more important to his work, 
the natives’ respect and confidence. 


Trading in Children. 

‘Buying children is a part of the system. 
The missionary soon finds that he could 
work to better advantage by having chil- 
dren who can be expected to stay continu- 
ously and thus have the opportunity of pro- 
longed training. Children are cheap, he will 
redeem them from barbarism, and train 
them for usefulness among their own peo- 
ple. In the interior of Liberia boys 12 and 
14 years old were offered to me for goods 
or cash value of about $3. Girls come at 
about twice the price. These children were, 
of course, slaves. 

“Slavery is an African institution. It 
exists in all parts of the continent and will 
exist until the whole race is civilized. The 
opinions and laws of an outside world have 
no possible effect upon it. The willingness 
to attack and carry off the inhabitants of 
the next village is well nigh universal in 
Africa. There needs only to be a sufficient 
demand for the captives. 


Boys for Missionaries. 

““A few days ago a half-civilized Krooman 
wanted to deposit as security for a small 
loan a paper certifying that the bearer was 
authorized to deliver on board a Spanish 
steamer for a mission at Fernando Po, ‘ten 
or fifteen boys’; the loan was desired in or- 
der to get means for making the necessary 
purchases. It is possible that the destina- 
tion of the boys might not have proved to 
be the mission at Fernando Po, but this 
does not alter the fact that somebody is buy- 
ing boys and does not hesitate to place or- 
ders in the hands of half-civilized savages 
whom nobody could suspect of the slightest 
compunctions at the idea of stealing chil- 
iiren in preference to paying for them.”’ 

The writer dwells at some length on the 
social distinctions existing between Afro- 
Americans and natives of Liberia. The lines 
are drawn, he says, as rigorously as between 
the negroes and whites inthe South. A con- 
siderable part of this ill feeling toward new- 
comers he lays at the door of “numerous 
intellectually constrained and constitution- 
ally untruthful negroes who have visited 
Liberia in all capacities from United States 
Minister down to assisted emigrants, and 
who have returned to America to publish 
luxurious fabrications about the country 
and its people.” 


TEACHING NATURE OF NARCOTICS. 


Public Schools Have a Course on Ef- 
fects of Alcohol and Tohacco. 
New York, Jan. 14.—[Special.]—The teach- 
ers in the public schools in New York City 
will begin next Monday to teach their pupils 
the “‘nature of alcoholic drinks and other 
narcotics, and their effects on the human 
system, in connection with the various di- 
visions of physiology and hygiene,” in ac- 
cordance with the so-called ‘Ainsworth 
law,’’ which was passed by the Legislature 

last year. 

The law directs that this be taught “as 
thoroughly as other branches for not less 
than four lessons a week for ten or more 
weeks in each year’’ in certain grades in all 
schools under State control, and that ‘“‘to 
those too young to read oral instruction 
shall be given, and for others text-books 
Shall be provided.”’ 

This law caused much comment at the 
time it was enacted, and it was freely said 
that it was passed in the interest of a cer- 
tain firm of publishers that had the only 
physiology which conformed to the require- 
ments of the law. The board spent $35,v000 
for the text books. ‘ 

The effects of alcohol and tobacco and the 
necessity for cleanliness have always been 
taught in the public schools, but not by the 
aid of text books, except as guides for the 
teachers, and the introduction of the sub- 
ject with text books will disarrange the pres- 
ent studies and possibly compel the short- 
ening of the time now devoted to other im- 
portant branches of education. 

The teachers make no objection to the 
4. books, as they all contain good and interest- 
ing matter, but they fear that the text is 
away beyond the comprehension of the 
children. 


AGNES AVERS SHE HAD TO DANCE. 


Accuses a Young Banker of Dressing 
Her in White, Satin. 

New York, Jan. 14.—[{Special.J—Frank 
Savin Jr., a banker of considerable promi- 
nence in New York, was before the York- 
ville Police Court this morning. 

Agnes Tilly, a servant in the family, re- 
cently arrived from London, charges him 
with ill-treatment, cruelty, and abuse. She 
Says on the morning of Jan. 10 the young 
man entered her room, tied her hands be- 
hind her with a dog chain, and then, assisted 


-by his sister Josephine, painted her face, 


penciled her eyebrows, powdered her hair, 
attired her in a white satin gown, and 
under threats of great bodily harm forced 
her to dance. He then paraded her before 
the household, holding her up to ridicule 
and shame. She also declared he beat her 
severely with a leather strap. 

' Agnes said this was but one of a series 
of similar persecutions, but this was the de- 
ciding point for her, and she determined to 
endure it no longer. She reported the mat- 
ter to charitable people in one of the 
churches and, on their advice, had the boy 
arrested, 

The boy’s family pronounced it an out- 
rageous case of blackmail and Frank Savin, 
the father, refused to discuss the case 
further than to say it was a cruel attack 
on a reputable family. The boy was held 
tor examinatiou in $1,000 bail.

The report contains a complete an- 
alysis of all the races sailed under the com- 
mittee’s management last year, and gives a 
complete account of the match races be- 
tween the Defender and the Valkyrie for 
the America Cup.

Phe most important part of the report 
touches on the foul. A synopsis of the evi- 
dence offered by Mr. Iselin on behalf of the 
Defender and Lord Dunraven for the Val- 
kyrie is given, and letters on thesubject are 
printed and the committee’s given reasons 
for disqualifying the Valkyrie. An outline of 
the conditions agreed upon between Lord 
Dunraven and the club is first given.

Lieut. Winslow makes a report to the com- 
mittee on the statement made by Lord Dun- 
raven that the tug employed to lay down the 
second mark made a mistake in the course, 
The subject of crowding on the courses is 
also carefully sifted. 


WARDEN FALLON PLACED ON TRIAL 


Furnishes a Typewritten Denial of 
Guilt to His Accusers. 

New York, Jan. 14.—[{Special.]—The official 
investigation into the charges made against 
Warden- Fallon began this morning in the 
Warden’s office in the Tombs. Commission- 
er Wright makes the accusations. 

The specifications are that Fallon allowed 
a visitor to see W. L. S. Langerman, who was 
a prisoner in the Tombs, without first being 
searched, and that he was guilty of cruelly 
treating another prisoner named Louis A. 
Herman by keeping him for two days in soli- 
tary confinement without food. 

Warden Fallon was represented by two 
competent lawyers, who presented a type- 
written reply in which Warden Fallon de- 
clares he is not guilty of the charges made 
against him. He admitted that he had al- 
lowed clergymen to enter the prison without 
being searched, but asserts that Herman 
was guilty of gross misconduct and deserved 
the punishment he received. Taking testi- 
mony will occupy several days.

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FREE FROM ICE PRISON. 


STEAMER SAINTE MARIE RELEASED 
AFTER A HARD FIGHT. 


Its Passengers and Crew Helpless, Al- 
though the Railway Transfer Boat 
Was Only Three Miles from Shore— 
Freed by the Aid_of the St. Ignace 
After Two Days—One Intrepid Man 
Walks to Shore and Tells His Ex- 


periences. | 

Mackinaw City, Mich., Jan. 14.—[Special.] 
—-The last few days have been full of arctic 
experiences for those on board the railway 
transfer steamer Sainte Marie. On Sunday 
morning the strait was open, but during 
the day a flerce northwest snow-storm came 
up, driving huge fields of drift ice into the 
strait from the foot of Lake Michigan, and 
by evening the channel was jammed from 
shore to shore. 

The boat is due here with the Duluth, 
South Shore and Atlantic passenger train 
at 8:45 p.m. The ice was drifting with such 
resistless force that Capt. L. R. Boynton 
would not venture out. Toward morning, 
however, the storm abated, and the boat 
started at 5:30. W. F. Fitch, Superintend- 
ent of the South Shore railroad and man- 
ager of the ferry, was on board. 

It is a powerful craft of 1,600 tons, with 
screws both forward and aft, and it ground 
through the ice for half the way, when it ran 
hard on to a ridge of ice with such force a3 
to raise it two feet out of water. Thereit 
lay, only three miles from shore, but help- 
less. Monday was spent in vain efforts to 
get loose. 

This morning at 9 o’clock a man with a 
long pole was seen walking, jumping, climb- 
ing, now this way, now that, over the jagged 
ice to shore. He proved to be one of-the 
passengers. He said there were fifteen oth- 
ers besides the crew, who had exhausted all 
the literature on board, and were reduced to 
ee fish stories. When the stories began 

e left. 

When he reported the situation of the 
Sainte Marie the information was at once 
telegraphed to St. Ignace, and another car 
ferryboat was ordered out to the assistance. 

The St. Ignace reached the scene at ll 
o’clock, and by 1 had its companion loose. 
It took two more hours of maneuvering to 
reach the slip here. 

The St. Ignace had a similar experience 
two years ago. It left St. Ignace on New 
Year’s eve, with passengers on board who 
were coming to spending the day with 
friends. It was caught on an ice floe and 
staid there all day, and during the night the 
boat and ice were blown into Lake Michigan 
by an easterly gale. Out in the open lake 
the ice separated and the boat freed itself, 
arriving the morning after New Year’s. 

Drift to Death on Ice Floe. 

Cleveland, O., Jan. 14.—[{Special.j—Late 
yesterday afternoon workmen near Glen- 
ville, a surburban town east fo here, saw 
three men on an ice floe signaling to the 
shore for help. Before the alarm could be 
given the men drifted out of sight. Tonight 
no clew has been found of the missing men. 
Their identity is not known and hope has 
long been abandoned that they would ever 
be found alive. 

The men had evidently been skating and 
in some way the ice had broken up. They 
were carried out in the lake ona huge cake 
of ice, being cut off from escape to ths 
shore by a black fringe of dark waters. 
The ringing of the fire bells and the blowing 
of whistles soon brought all Glenville to the 
scene. The wind was blowing off shore and 
was carrying the helpless skaters further 
out every minute. The people on shore were 
powerless to give aid, as no convenient boat 
could live in the ice. Bonfires were built to 
cheer the unfortunate trio while aid was 
summoned. 

Chief Dickinson of this city was notified 
and immediately ordered the fire tug Cleve- 
lander to the rescue. The tug stopped for 
Capt. Motley and his life-saving crew with 
the surfboat. The tug plowed up and 
down the shore for miles and made several 
trips far out in the lake, but all for naught. 

This morning Glenville citizens followed 
the shore in an easterly direction for several 
miles and while there were many floating 
cakes of ice, no trace of the missing men 
wes found.

KEEPS SOME THINGS BACK 


MR. YERKES DOES NOT GIVE ALL In- 
FORMATION ASKED, 


Stockholders in the North and West 
Side Cable Lines and in the Lake 
Street Elevated Hear Good Reports, 
but Their Questions Go Unanswered 
—West Chicago’s Floating Debt— 
Traflle Agreement Between the 
North Chicago and the North Shore, 


Reports to the stockholders of the North 
Chicago Street railroad, the Lake Street 
Elevated railroad, and the West Chicago 
Street railroad, as presented at the annual 
meetings of those companies yesterday, 
are given in another column of today’s paper. 
They show Mr. Yerkes has made good his 
predictions as to the net earnings of the two 
cable systems and that he has madea fair 
showing on Lake street. He has given stock- 
holders a mass of figures to digest, but there 
are still some matters about which the stock- 
holders are left in ignorance. 

The West Chicago meeting was like all 
stockholders’ meetings of Yerkes’ com- 
panies, a decorous one. All of the talking 
was done by Mr. Yerkes in making his re- 
port and a few explanations afterward. 
One or two questions were asked, which Mr. 
Yerkes answered in his own way. 

The West Chicago Street railroad has a 
floating debt of greater or less dimensions. 
Some say it is enormous and Mr. Yerkes 
will neither confirm nor deny any stories 
which go out about this important Hability 
of the company. One of the stockholders 
asked yesterday as to the amount of the 
floa‘ing debt, and Mr. Yerkes replied he 
could not give it without going to the 
Treasurer of the company and having him 
make some computations. He said there 
were current bills coming in and that it 
would be rather a difficult matter to make 


this up, but if the stockholder cared to ' 


know he would get the information fur him. 
As a matter of fact Mr. Yerkes will not give 
to the ordinary stockholder any information 
on thig#oint. That the floating debt is a big 
one is “Nolerably certain. One man, who is 
in a position to know something of. West 
Chicago affairs, says it was nearer $2,000,- 
000 than $1,000,000, and when this was re- 
peated to Mr. Yerkes, he smiled and said, 
“You have been hearing talk on the Stock 
Exchange.” He would not say, however, 
if it were nearer $2,000,000 than $1, 000,000, 
or in fact give any information about it. 


Tells About the Debentures. 


Hie did give some interesting facts, how- 
ever, in regard to the issue of debentures. 
The amount of debentures now authorized 
is $4,000,000. Two million dollars of this 
amount was put out some time ago, anda 
second issue for $2,000,000 was authorized 
in September. Mr. Yerkes said the selling 
of this last Issue of debentures had beena 
great failure owing to the hard times, that 
they had expected to put it out towards the 
last of the year, but had been prevented by 
reason of the tightness of the money mar- 
ket. TIe said there would be no further 
issue of stock of the company. So far as 
he knew there would be no further issue of 
debentures, unless it would bea few toclear 
up expenditures for electrical equipment, 
which could not be provided for in the 
$2,000,000 now authorized. He said the de- 
bentures were better than the debentures 
of almost any other company would be. 
Under the terms of the original lease where- 
by the West Chicago secured control of the 
lines of the West Chicago City railway it 
was stipulated there should be no bonded 
indebtedness incurred upon, that. particular 
property other than the mortgage covering 
the $4,100,000 of bonds issued at that time. 
The debentures, he said, which were in ef- 
fect certificates of indebtedness, stood next 
to first mortgage bonds. 

In the North Chicago report stockholders 
will find much upon which to congratulate 
themselves. The road earned last year 
18.12 per cent upon its capital stock, and Mr 
Yerkes. gives it as his opinion that on the 
increased capitalization the same amount 
can be earned this year. Much is expected 
in the way of incre ased traffic .on the elec- 
tric lines. New summer schedules are pro- 
posed, which it is theught will add material- 
ly to the receipts from this portion of the 
system. 

Mr. Yerkes was asked by an inconsiderate 
stockholdér of North Chicago regarding the 
contract between the North Chicago and 
the North Shore Ptectric. The stockholder’s 
question was regarding the report the traffic 
of the North Shore was to be diverted from 
the cable line to the Northwestern. Mr. 
Yerkes asked if he had gotten his idea from 
the newspapers. He said he was not re- 
sponsible for what the papers might say. 
The stockholders perhaps overlooked the 
fact that Mr. Yerkes did not answer the 
question. The North Chicago Street railroad 
guarantees the dividends of the North Shore 
Electric, but according to Mr. Louderback all 
the traffic of that line is to be diverted to 
the elevated road. 

The Lake street elevated report is certain- 
ly encouraging. During the year 1894 there 
was a deficit of $146,725 and unpaid taxes 
amounting to $18,434, or a total deficit of 
$165,150. With only three months of the 
increased traffic coming from the Wabash 
avenue extension and with heavy operating 
expenses this deficit was cut during 1895 to 
£58,148. With the line operated by electric- 
ity and with operating expenses cut to 45 
per cent, as is anticipated, the road can pay 
not only all its fixed charges but interest 
on the income Bonds and have a little left 
beside. Mr. Louderback said in answer to 
a stockholder he expected to‘have the line 
equipped with electricity and in operation 
by April or May. 

Strong Opening in Stocks. 

Securities on the local Stock Exchange 
yesterday were strong atthe opening. Lake 
Street led the list, opening at 24% from a 
strong close the night before at 24. It sold 
at 24%, but closed weak at 23%. West Chi- 
cago opened at 108%, advanced to 109, losing 
a little of its strength afterwards and clos- 
ing weak at 107%. North Chicago was not 
active, and, notwithstanding the talk grow- 
ing out of Mr. Yerkes’ report, there was not 
a single sale of this stock during the day.

STOCK-YARDS SWITCHING CHARGES 
TO BE RESUMED. 


Railroads Delivering Freight There Defy 
the Injunction of Judge Grosscup<!)x- 
ecutive Officers of the Lines Affected 
Served with Notice by Commissioner 
Midgley=Change Goes in Effect Feb le 
Shippers Will Have to Pay $2 for Each 
Car, 

Although tNe United States Courts and 
the Illinois Railroad and Warehouse Com- 
mission have made rulings at various times 
during the last year declaring the charge of 
$2 a car for switching live stock to the Union 
Stock-Yards to be illegal, the Chicago ter- 
minal roads are as determined as ever to 
exact that charge from the shippers. The 
Santa Fé, which about a year ago was en- 
joined by Judge Grosscup from making the 
charge, informed the other roads a few days 
ago it had decided to resume the $2 switch- 
ing charge, and since then the Chicago ter- 
minal lines have become bolder and more 
defiant than ever, as will be seen by the fol- 
lowing circular just issued by Commissioner 
Midgley: 

“It has been agreed by the executive offi- 
cers of the several railroads terminating in 
this city and operating in Western Freight 
territory that commencing Feb. 1 no excep- 
tion shall be made in the addition to the 
Chicago rate on all shipments of live stock 
of a terminal charge of $2 per car for the de- 
livery of such shipments at the Union Stock- 
Yards at Chicago. 

“The foregoing action is intended to elim- 
inate any and all exceptions which have 
heretofore been made, and will subject ship- 
ments of live stock from all territory west, 
southwest, and northwest from this city 
(including Illinols), regardless of origin, to 


the addition of the above specified terminal 


charge of $2 per car for the delivery of ship- 
ments at the aforesaid yards, 

‘Railroad companies which connect with 
Western roads terminating in this city are 
requested to note carefully the foregoing 
requirement, and make the necessary con-

ARGUED BEFORE SUPREME COURT. 


Efforts to Settle Northern Macific Re- 
ceivership Complications, 
Washington, D. C., Jan. 14.—Associate 
Justices Field, Harlan, Brown, and Brewer 
of the Supreme Court today in chambers 
gave a hearing to the attorneys who are in- 
terested in having the receivership of the 
Northern Pacific railroad consolidated. The 
attorneys present were ex-Senator Spooner 
and Mr. Turner, representing the Farmers’ 
Trust company; Mr. Pettit the rail- 
company; Joseph Choate, the 
Adams committee of bondholders; and 
Mr. Cardoza, the Livingston committee of 

second mortgage bondholders. 

While the arguments went into the affairs 
of the railroad in great detail, showing its 
financial condition and the fact of the con- 
flicting views of the present receivers and 
the courts by which they were appointed, 
there was practically but one question be- 
fore the court. That was the question of 
primary jurisdiction. With this matter set- 
tled it is presumed there would. be no dffi- 
culty in agreeing upon one receiver for the 
road, or a set of receivers who would act 
harmoniously, as they would be appointed 
by the court recognized as having primary 
jurisdiction. The road passes through the 
Seventh, Eighth, and Ninth Circuits. The 
receivers for the Seventh and Eighth Cir- 
cuits are now acting in harmony. 

Mr. Spooner and Mr. Turner contended for 
the recognition of the jurisdiction of the 
Circuit Court for the Eastern District of 
Wisconsin, on the ground that the proceed- 
ings for a receiver were originally begun in 
that court in 1893, and that all the other 
courts had recognized this jurisdiction until 
August, 1895, and Mr. Choate agreed with 
them on this point. Mr. Cardoza’s argument 
was for the recognition of the Minnesota 
court, and Mr. Pettit’s for that of the State 
of Washington, 

Justice Brown suggested to Mr. Spooner 
the possibility of the local Federal Courts 
refusing to recognize any orders the Justices 
might promulgate in answer to these peti- 
tions, but Mr. Spooner replied that he did 
not consider this probable. He suggested 
in case that emergency should arise the 
Justices might visit the courts for the pur- 
pose of having the orders entered. While 
the fact did not develop in the proceedings, 
it is known that all the interests feel 
that if they can prevail upon these 
four Justices to unite in a recom- 
mendation it would solve the problem, be- 
cause they represent almost one-half of the 
Supreme Court. Justice Brown comes into 
the case as the representative of the Second 
Circuit, where the Northern Pacific has 
large property interests. 

The hearing was continued until tomor- 
row. 


IT STOPS COLORADO RATE-CUTTING, 


Union Pacific Forces the Denver and Gulf 
to Withdraw Its Tickets. 

Steps were taken yesterday by the Union 
Pacific to put an end to the cutting 
of passenger rates from Colorado points to 
Chicago, St. Louis, and the Missouri River. 
The Denver and Gulf road, which inaugu- 
rated the war, was informed by the Union 
Pacific its tickets sold at cut rates would 
not be accepted and in consequence the 
Denver and Gulf road was forced to an- 
nounce yesterday its withdrawal of cut 
rates to the Missouri River, St. Louis, and 
Chicago. 

The rate war between Colorado points 
still continues, but there is a prospect of 
peace, as the managers of the Denver and 
Gulf and Denver and Rio Grande are now 
on their way to Chicago to confer with 
President Ripley of the Santa Fé with a 
view of settling the fight on coal rates in 
Colorado, which fight was the primary 
cause for the cut in passenger rates. 

Immigrant rate matters continue tn bad 
shape, owing to the diversion of much of 
the business which should go via Chicago, 
via New Orleans and the Sunset route. Un- 
less the Southern Pacific makes reasonable 
concessions to the overland routes via Chi- 
cago and St. Louis, serious trouble cannot be 
averted. Assistant Traffic Manager Haw- 
ley of the Southern Pacific, who has charge 
of that company’s immigration business, is 
in the city and had a conference with the 
Western roads. The latter ask the South- 
ern Pacific to become a member of the clear- 
ing-house and to abstain from paying ex- 
cessive commissions for the purpose of 
diverting immigrant travel via New Orleans. 
An inclination is manifested by the Southern 
Pacific to become a party to the clearing- 
house agreement, but it demands a percent- 
age of the business which is far in excess 
of what the other roads think it Is entitled 


to.

Litigation Over Rallroad Rentals. 

The United States. Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals yesterday morning heard and took 
under advisement an appeal! from the South- 
ern District of Illinois, in which Judge Allen 
denied an injunction asked for by the St. 
Louis and Eastern railroad to restrain the 
Chicago, Peoria and St. Louis railroad from 
collecting rental for a road between Peters 
and Venice, Madison County. The come 
plainant road originally owned the right 
of way and in 1890 leased it to the Chicago 
and Peoria line, which rebuilt and operated 
it, leasing the privilege of running trains 
to the St. Loulsand Eastern.

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WHAT YERKES’ ROADS DO. 


TRANSPORTATION LINES. 


North Chicago Street Railroad, Lake 
Street Elevated, West Chicago Line 
‘Directors Meet and Listen to the 
Reports of Business Done—In Gen- 
eral Mr. Yerkes’ Predictions Are 
Carried Out, Showing Him to Be a 
Shrewd Guesser—Figures in Detail. 

Annual meetings of the three Yerkes street 
railway companies were held yesterday. 
The North Chicago Street railroad meeting 
was at 10 o’clock in the morning, the Lake 
Street Elevated at 12 o’clock noon, and the 
West Chicago Street railroad meeting at 
2 o'clock in the afternoon. In the general 
features of the reports of the three compa- 
nies, Mr. Yerkes’ predictions, printed in 
Tnx TRIBUNE a week ago, were carried out. 
North Chicago earned 18.12 per cent net upon 
its capital stock; the Lake Street Elevated 
had a net deficit for the year of only $38,148, 
while the West Chicago Street railroad 
earned 7.82 per cent upon its capital. 

The North Chicago Street railroad com- 
pany had an excellent year in earnings. The 
receipts from passenger traffic of the sys- 
tem amounted to $2,694,349 and receipts 
from other sources $86,128, making a total 
for the year of $2,780,487. The operating ex- 
penses aggregated $1,312,107, and the fixed 
charges, including interest and rentals, to 
$471,251, making the total expenditures 
$1,783,359, leaving as the net earnings, for the 
twelve months covered in the report, $997,- 
127. There was paid out in dividends to 
stockholders $659,922, leaving $337,205 to be 
added to the surplus, which at the begin- 
ning of the year amounted to $1,357,075. This 
gave a 1 surplus of $1,604,281 from 
which an “extra dividend 
$1,100,000 was given stockholders, leaving 
the surplus at the close of the year $594,281. 

The receipts from the cable lines amounted 


ing as the net receipts $980,855> The re- 
ceipts on the electric lines amounted to 


$670,284 and the expenditures $303,136, leav- | 


ing as the net receipts $367,145. The receipts 
from horse-car lines amounted to $391,276 
and the expenditures $357,028, leaving as the 
net receipts only $34,248. The operating ex- 
penses of the North Chicago Street railroad 
system amounted to 48.70 per cent of the 
gross receipts as compared with 54.33 per 
cent for-the preceding year. The cost for 
each passenger carried, figuring only oper- 
ating expenses, was 3.78 cents. 

In his report to stockholders Mr. Yerkes 
had the following to say: 

For the Stockholders. 

“T herewith hand to you my annual re- 
port of the business of this company for the 
last year, ending Dec. 31, 1895; and in doing 
so wish to express my erent gratification at 
the results shown. 

““Compared with the year 1894 I find the 
met earnings amount to $997,127, which is 
$244,488 more than last year, showing that 
the company earned 18.12 per cent, against 


' 13.68 per cent for the year previous. 


“There was also added to surplus account 
$337,205, which makes the total at the close 
of the year $1,694,281, from which was taken 
for extra dividend $1,100,000, leaving a bal- 
ance in surplus of $504,281. 

“There was during the year 1895 about 
fifty-eight miles of track changed from horse 
to electric track, so that at the present time

West Chicago Report. 

At the meeting of the West Chicago Street 
railroad company there was a larger gather- 
ing of stockholders than there had been at 
the others. Mr. Yerkes presented in his an- 
nual report much that was of interest to 
stockholders, but there were some matters 


also of interest which he didnot make pub- 


lic. According to the report the gross earn- 
ings of the company were $4,201,477 and 
the total operating expense $2,267,195, leav- 
ing as net earnings $1,934,281. The balance 
as shown in the statement applicable to div- 
idends amounted to $1,032,266. The amount 
of dividends paid was $791,340, leaving a 
balance to be carried to the surplus account 
of $240,926, which gives as the total surplus 
at the present time $1,722,610. 

The West Chicago Stree t railroad last year 
changed from horse car to electric lines a 
large- amount of track. Previous to the ex- 
tension of the electric lines the company 
had a total of 157 miles of horse car lines 
and thirty miles of cable track, or a total of 
180 miles. Of the horse car lines 108 miles 
have been equipped with electricity, and 
more than thirteen miles of new line have 
been built. At the present time the company 
has a total of 201 miles of road, of which 
forty-nine are horse car, 121 electric, and 
thirty miles cable. In Mr. Yerkes’ report 
he gives the following regarding electric 
lines and the effect the Metropolitan has 
had upon the business of the West Chicago 
Street railroad company: 

‘‘The opening of the Metropolitan Elevated 
railroad has tended to take from this com- 
pany practically its natural growth for one 
year. According to precedents the natural 
increase in our lines is about 10 per cent. 
The annual report shows the receipts for 
1895 to about equal those for 1894, conse- 
quently, owing to the competition of the 
elevated railroad, there was no gain. Fort- 
unately, however, the decrease in earnings 
cauSed a very substantial gain in the total 
amount of net earnings.”’ 

Yerkes a Good Guesser. 

The West Chicago did not come up to the 
predictions of Mr. Yerkes, who said repeat- 
edly through the year the net earnings 
would amount to 8 per cent upon the capital 
stock. It came so near, however, that Mr. 
Yerkes may be considered a good guesser. 
The actual figures show net earnings, clear 
of all expenses and charges, amounting to 
7.82 per cent upon the capital stock. The 
following table, giving comparative figures 
on receipts and expenditures, will be of in- 
terest.

INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


Newspapers in Brazil have expressed themselvea 
strongly against the action of the Equitable and 
New York Life Insurance companies in withdraw- 
ing from that country because of the law recently 
passed. The proposition to form a new company, 
which emanated from one of the corporations 
mentioned, is also frowned upon, while the legis- 
lative body which enacted the law comes in for a 
share of criticism. An editorial in a recent issue 
of the Gazeta de Noticias, after reciting the tale, 
says that after all it ‘‘contains nothing new. It is 
only a question of protection of the national in- 
dustry. Show me a manufacturer who does not 
cry for an increase in the custom-house duties ir 
order to oblige the consumer to pay more dearly 
for what he wants.’ 

The writer goes on to say the case of the insur- 
ance companies is different. None would nation- 
alize itself. The article says: 

“But the last part in this comedy, in which the 
national congress played the clown, has not come 
off-yet. The purpose in view was to expel the 
foreign insurance companies and same was carried 
out. It remains now to see their further inten- 
tions and we shall do so when the mask is thrown 
ofr.’’ 

The article goes on to. say in relation to the rr- 
tirement of the New York Life: 

‘*‘And the reason it gives,

@ZEACHERS’ SALARIES QUESTION TO 
COME UP TONIGHT. 


Vj 


Board of Education Is to Take the 
Matter Up and a Lively Time Is 
Sure to Ensue—Cut, However, Has 
Been Ordered, but There Will Be 
an Effort to Reconsider It-—Draw- 
ing Teacher Hanstein Scores the 
System in the High Schools. 

It is probable tonight will witness one of 
the most acrimonious and determined fights 
ever carried on in the Board of Education. 
The contention will be over the reduction of 
teachers’ salaries. This reduction has al- 
Teady been ordered by the board, but there 
will be an effort to reconsider or repeal the 


order. 
, On the merits of this question the board 


4s greatly divided. The cut was made on the | 


recommendation of the Retrenchment com- 
mittee, consisting of Messrs. Halle, Errant, 
Kohtz, Drezmal, and Cusack, who will stand 
by their report to the last. At the head of 
the opposition is Mr. Brenan, who counts on 
Messrs. Miller, Kirk, and Pettibone, and 
Mrs. Sherman, Mrs. Frake, and Mrs. Hull 
to support him. Messrs. Cameron and Cu- 
gack are unknown quantities and both sides 
claim them, — 

The main excitement relates to the drawing 
teachers and the high school teachers, who, 
instead of sharing with the others in a 5 per 
cent cut, are reduced from 25 to 35 per cent. 
These teachers commenced an agitation for 
repeal two weeks ago, which has reached 
a fever heat. Their several committees have 
displayed the. greatest activity ever since 
last Saturday and the controversy has 
reached a stage of the bitterest antagonism. 

The discussion of their relative claims has 
been particularly fierce between the draw- 
ing teachers, those in the grammar schools 
disparaging those in the high schools, and 
those in the high schools belittling those in 
the grammar schools. The first blow was 
struck by those in the grammar schools, 
who complained theré were twenty-five 
drawing teachers for the 8,000 high school 

upils ta elght for the 148, 000 grammar and 

rimary school pupils. 
Teacher Hanstein’s Answer. 

To give point and zest to the attack they 
charged Hermann Hanstein, the Supervisor 
of Drawing in the High Schools, with favor- 
itism. They say he has been for the last 
three years one of the proprietors of the 
Columbian Trade and Business College, and 
he has always so framed his examinations 
as to pass the pupils received from his col- 
lege. Yesterday Mr. Hanstein said: 

“The reason the high schools, with 8,000 
‘pupils, have twenty-five drawing teachers, 
while the grammar and primary schools, 
ang 148,000 pupils, have only eight is draw- 
ing is a ‘high school study and is taught in 
a special and scientific manner in the high 
schools, while in the grammar schools it is 
not taught at all, but is a mere sham and 
fad. Let me explain what the eight special 
teachers of drawing in the grammar and 
mary grades do under Miss Locke, the 
pervisor, and Mrs. Mellor, her assistant. 
ch of them has forty or more schools to 
attend and dashes into each them and out 
gy the next minute in order to get around 
district. In her absence the grade 
ican who teaches arithmetic, geography, 
history, and everything else, is supposed 
to teach some drawing. which, in the nature 
of the case, she cannot do, and these fiying 
visits of the special teacher are supposed to 
pomplete the system of instruction.

WITH UP-T0-DATE WOMEN 


ARMENIAN EMERGENCY WORK NOT 
AFFECTED BY RUMORS. 


Report the Sultan Has Interdicted the 
Purposed Distribution of Relief Un- 
der Red Cross Auspices Gives Add- 
ed Impetus to Chicago Efforts to 
Raise Funds—Words of Dr. Sarah 
Hackett Stevenson and Mrs. &. E. 
Gross—Entertainments Planned, 

Interested Chicago women, members of 
the Armenian Emergency Organization, do 
not seem greatly disconcerted by the news 
from Washington. The report the Sultan of 
Turkey has issued an edict debarring Miss 
Clara Barton, as President of the Red Cross 
Society of America, from distributing relief 
to suffering Armenians has so far had only 
the effect of: giving added impetus to their 
efforts to secure funds for this purpose. 

No word on this matter came yesterday 
from Miss Barton to her Chicago coworkers, 
and no message is expected until the Red 
Cross leader receives definite and official in- 
formation from the Sultan. In the mean- 
time, all the plans at this end of the line will 
be enthusiastically pushed. 

‘Miss Barton is my General,” confidently 
declared Mrs. S. E. Gross, “and unless she 
informs me officially of the Sultan’s decree 
all the reports in the world will not keep me 
from carrying out the original scheme of 
entertainments. The report may be merely 
a canard, for all we know.’ 

Dr. Sarah Hackett Stevenson said she 
thought definite word would soon be re- 
ceived. “If the report is corroborated, of 
course the plan will have to be abandoned,” 
she added. “If denied, we shall continue 
our original plans. If the Red Cross scheme 
fails, the misfortune might result in good in 
that it would arouse nations to definite ac- 


tion.”’ 

Dr. Stevenson said the Chicago Emer 
gency Organization, of which she is Presi- 
dent, had kept careful account of all dona- 
tions for the Red Cross expedition and every 
cent would be returned to the donor if the 
plan was abandoned. The “unknown” con- 


tributions do not exceed $10. As tothe larger 


fund accruing form the series of entertain- 
ments, it was declared premature to suggest 
how it would be disposed of in case of failure 
of the whole scheme.

PROF. MOULTON, 


LECTURE BY 
Talks to Klio Association of “Romeo 
and Juliet—A Study of Pathos.” 

In the course of a lecture on “‘Romeo and 
Juliet—A Study of Pathos” given yesterday 
by Prof. Richard Moulton of Chicago Uni- 
versity before the Klio Association interest- 
ing reference was made to symptoms of fall- 
ing in love at first sight. 

The speaker maintained four phases: First, 
Romeo believes Juliet to be a paragon of 
feminine perfection; second, to the eyes of 
Juliet Romeo is a paragon of masculine 
perfection; third, this hallucination of per- 
fection exists in the two minds at the same 
moment: fourth, this hallucination exists 
in the two minds the first instant each sees 
the other. 

Prof. Moulton defined pathos as “the 
beauty of suffering’ or “the artistic ac- 
cumulation of sorrow.” This leaves out the 
thought of retribution, commonly considered 
by critics an element of pathos. 

This lecture was one of a series to be given 
before the Klio Association at the Masunic 
Temple on successive Tuesday afternoons.
